OUR MAN IN HAVANA ° « ° 


Our home phone rang tentatively 
and, on picking up the receiver we 
were greeted with a series of Rice 
Krispy-type snaps, pops and crackles. 
“Havana calling,” said an operator in 
Spanish-English and we were soon 
talking to a breathless female lawyer 
friend of ours with the unlikely name 
of Yolanda Texidor. She had just 
landed in Havana from Puerto Rico 
at the same time Castro’s victorious 
troops marched into the capital. 

Did we know of a photographer who 
would come down to Havana for three 
weeks and take pictures for the new 
daily newspaper Revolucion? Food, 
board, transportation would be free. 
The paper would only ask one-time 
rights of reproduction. The negatives 
and pictures then belonged to the 
photographer. 

Did we? The picture editor and 
executive editor engaged in violent 
argument as to which should go, only 
to decide reluctantly that they were 
primarily editors and not photog- 
raphers, and to the photographers 
should belong the spoils. The spoils

went to Charles Harbutt, MODERN’s 
Discovery No. 41, who soon found him- 
self aboard a Havana-bound plane 
chockfull of correspondents and pho- 
tographers. He arrived in time to find 
the female lawyer, the only English- 
speaking member of the newspaper 
staff, had left for Puerto Rico. Har- 
butt’s own Spanish vocabulary was 
slightly less than one. word. 

Lunching recently with our man in 
Havana, now sipping Cuba Libras 
coolly in a New York restaurant, we 
inquired about his privations among 
the rough and_ready revolutionists. 
We were suspicious. No beard. 

Oh, things had gone along splendidly, 
all right. Of course Harbutt had spent 
a night in jail (the revolutionary 
Cuban authorities just couldn’t believe 
that light-skinned and light-haired 
Harbutt could be photographing on 
their side and put him in jail until 
someone speaking English could vouch 
for him. It was O.K. however. The jail 
was the only place left in town with 
room to sleep.). 

What happened to Harbutt’s prec- 
ious Plus-X negatives shot in his Nikon 
and Pentax cameras? Were they de- 
veloped under fire, mailed off by carrier 
pigeon ? 

“Found a great lab in Havana,” re- 
plied Harbutt. The guy developed 
everything by inspection in D-76 or 
Promicrol. A staff of ten or fifteen 
Cuban. boys made the contact sheets. 
Very expensive—35 cents per roll for 
developing including contacts. 

We got up to leave as Harbutt in- 
quired whether we had any new 
revolutions for him to cover. We care- 
fully copied down the name of the lab

MODERN VISITS THE NAVY ° = ° 


One of MODERN’s Gal Fridays lost 
her heart to the U. S. Navy recently— 
and not the way you might think. She 
went out to Floyd Bennett Field to in- 
terview the weekend warriors who 
staff the naval reserve photography 
lab, and fell in love with the operation. 

The reservist photographers are 
from all walks of civilian life. Over 
coffee in the base’s snack bar our gal 
met Photographer Third Class Jac- 
quelyn Donnelly, who outranks some 
of her male co-workers and is regarded 
by them as‘the lab’s best printer. Dur- 
ing weekdays Jackie works as a tele- 
phone operator, coming home from 
work each night to her husband in 
their Brooklyn apartment. 

At present Jackie is the only woman 
among the other 65 male reservists, 
each of whom is assigned duty at the 
lab on one weekend during the month. 
On weekdays a skeleton crew of five 
or six men keeps the lab running on 
a 24-hour basis so someone is available 
for taking on-the-spot photographs in 
case of emergency. 

In showing our gal around the ten- 
room lab Jackie began with the dark- 
rooms, which are equipped to process 
bulky aerial film. When a Beechcraft 
airplane lands after photo-mapping an 
area, the 50-lb., K-17 Fairchild camera 
is taken from the plane and whisked 
back to the lab. The magazine is un- 
loaded and the film (either Kodak 
Super XX or Tri-X -of 9” x 200’ dimen- 
sions) is reeled onto spools which are 
in turn placed in an 18-inch-high de- 
veloping tank. D-76 souped up with 
Kodalk is used by the lab to cut de- 
veloping time which varies with num- 
ber of exposures on roll. For increased 
safety the developer is stored in plastic 
jugs, lab men wear rubber gloves. 


REMEMBER YOU SAW IT IN MODERN 


The room for enlargers houses four 
Omegas, one Eastman and one Saltz- 
man—the Eastman and Saltzman 
being used for the enlarging of aerial 
film. The men do their own color trans- 
parency work, and are learning Type 
C printing. 

In the equipment room all varieties 
of film are stored in an icebox kept at a 
constant temperature of 50° and 50 
percent humidity. The reservists are 
issued 4 x 5 Graphics which are kept 
on a shelf in this room when not being 
used by the men to carry out assign- 
ments given the lab by government 
agencies. 

Still other rooms in the lab have been 
designated for portraiture and movie 
projection. The men are proud of a re- 
cently acquired processing machine for 
16 and 35mm movie film. 

On questioning Jackie about the re- 
serve program our editorial aide 
learned that both men and women 
must sign up for a four-year commit- 
ment. Besides the one weekend a month 
spent at the lab they are assigned to 
serve a two-week stretch in the sum- 
mer. The period of basic training is 
three months, so it’ll be no surprise if 
our staffer requests a three-month 
leave of absence from MODERN to take 
her basic. 


REFLEX ACTION « « « 


A friend of ours who teaches sec- 
ondary school in New Jersey suburbia 
reports as follows: Recently she askei 
her class to draw anything it wanted. 
The usual number of policemen, 
firemen, odd-looking landscapes were 
more or less promptly submitted 
for her approval—all except for one 
pupil. Being the wife of a photographic 
technician, she immediately recognized 
this pupil’s drawing as a fair repro- 
duction of a Rolleiflex. “Curious isn’t 
it?” she asked us. ‘““What’s the pupil’s 
family name?” we asked suspiciously. 
“Oh, Callahan,” she replied. Somehow 
we remembered that the general man- 
ager from Burleigh Brooks, eastern 
distributor of Rolleiflex, is named Jack 
Callahan and we further recollected 
that he lived in New Jersey. Of course 
it could all be coincidence.

Have retouch- 
ers ever eliminated a wrinkle or double 
chin or other blemish from the serene 
brows of famous personalities engaged 
in testifying that they smoked, drank, 
used a certain product? Were these 
people ever paid fees for the testa- 
ments? Do all the New York Yankees 
eat the breakfast food they claim to 
eat every day, year by year? 

Let’s look at TV for a moment. Do 
you really think some cleansers so 
heavily advertised on that medium 
really clean all the spots from sinks 
while the competitive products are 
completely unable even to make a dent 
in them? Do you believe the claims of 
each headache or cold remedy which 
insists that it and it alone stops those 
lightning-pictured aches in your back, 
the hammering (also visually depicted) 
within your head? 

Now for a moment, let’s assume that 
none of these practices are used within 
the circle of your own clients. Are you 
sure you’ve never heard of their ex- 
istence in advertising and- TV? 

While I do feel that the advertising 
and TV fields are essential in letting 
the public know about the varying 
products, encouraging them to buy, I 
have been somewhat stricken in the 
past with a certain over enthusiasm 
on the part of some advertisers which, 
let’s say, might border on the untruth. 

Of course Vishniac has no commer- 
cial product to sell, but I leave it to 
you as to where the ethics and mo- 
rality lie—high or low.

WHERE AND HOW TO SELL YOUR Pic- 
TURES, by Arvel W. Ahlers. 142 pages, 
illustrated. Amphoto, New York. $1.95 


This is the fourth time around for 
an amazing little book which first 
appeared in 1952. Much of the mate- 
rial which made the first three editions 
so popular has been retained, plus ad- 
ditions which bring both the “where” 
and the “how” of picture marketing up 
to date. 

Ahlers’ approach is a realistic one, 
perhaps because he has considerable 
experience on both sides of the fence 

-as free-lance photographer and as 
picture editor. He offers no magic for- 
mula for quick success, but rather em- 
phasizes the importance of learning to 
sell. “The main difference between an 
advanced amateur and a professional 
free lance photographer,” says Ahlers, 
“lies not so much in technical skill as 
in selling skill.” 

The text includes a description of 
the principal press markets, tells 
how to analyze a market, what kind 
of pictures a buyer looks for, what 
kind of letters to write, covers the 
ethics of selling, suggests off-trail 
markets which might not be obvious to 
the beginner. Of particular interest is a 
new, illustrated section on preparing 
prints and slides for mailing. 

There is a list of several hundred 
picture markets at the end of the 
book, conveniently categorized, to- 
gether with requirements of each and 
prices paid. The author suggests, how- 
ever, that the photographer who is 
serious about selling will analyze the 
list and extend it through his own ini- 
tiative and research. 

Where and How to Sell Your Pic- 
tures is a springboard for the novice 
free-lancer. If he follows its advice 
he should be fully prepared for the 
plunge.—MARJORIE THOMPSON

camera lived in a squalid, 2 x 4 room 
equipped with police radio. From there 
he sallied forth. No modern day knight 
in shining armor did more for the pho- 
tographic medium, the social docu- 
ment, than Weegee. His pictures of the 
Bowery, glances at slum families sleep- 
ing on open fire escapes in steaming 
summer can never be forgotten. He 
used flash on camera as did all the 
news photographers of his day. Yet his 
pictures retained a searing vitality 
theirs did not. 

Somewhere, somehow, a _ change 
came over Arthur Fellig. Certainly the 
constant jangle of police sirens, the 
death, destruction and misery must 
have some effect on even his iron 
nerves. And the going rate for free- 
lance news pictures is-and was low. 
Weegee began experiments with 
prisms, photographing objects and 
people through stippled glass. He pro-

duced caricatures by photographing 
famous people and distorting their 
faces in shooting or in printing. He 
became a master of the bizarre gim- 
crack. The 2 x 4 was deserted. The 
fires raged, the derelicts roamed but 
Weegee no longer followed them. 

The present volume largely repre- 
sents Weegee’s explanations of all his 
photo tricks which, over the past years, 
he has kept secret. They are certainly 
clever, often telling and effective. He 
shows you step by step just how you 
can accomplish the same ends. In one 
chapter called “Mood Photography” a 
faint breeze of the old vintage returns. 
In words, not pictures, he tried to de- 
fine the Weegee style. “Asking me 
about the secret of my straight pho- 
tographs used to set me to grinding 
my teeth... because I did not have 
the answer. Whether it is a fault or a 
virtue, I do not know because I have 
always been a doer and not a thinker.” 
He then goes on to explain in the-some- 
what coarse, colorful and touching 
Weegee manner his approach to his 
“straight” photographs. Alas for Wee- 
gee: He describes, he explains, but he 
still doesn’t unlock the secret as neatly 
as he explains how he made a print 
showing an elephant with top hat 
standing atop the capitol in Washing- 
ton (page 86, if you’re curious.) 

Well, genius is a hard thing to ex- 
plain but make no mistake, Weegee 
had that. I’m sure the present volume 
will be a big success among many pho- 
tographers who enjoy Weegee’s gim- 
micks. And a man cannot live on genius 
alone. Would that Weegee could!—H.k.

modern COLOR 


by NORMAN ROTHSCHILD 


Fill-in flash stages a comeback for 
improving outdoor color shots made 
in sunlight. 


You seldom get 
the best possible 
portrait in sun- 
light. It’s too con- 
trasty. Shadows 
tend to be too 
dark, eye sockets 
often resemble 
black holes. 

Fill-in flash, us- 
ing blue bulbs or 

electronic flash, is actually the ideal 
way to control the situation by reduc- 
ing contrast. The standard method of 
using fill-in flash goes something like 
this: 

First, take a meter reading of your 
subject in the usual manner. Next, set 
lens opening and shutter speed as in- 
dicated by the reading. Finally, divide 
the guide number for the flashbulb by 
the f/stop number. The result will give 
you, in feet, the distance the fill-in 
flash should be from the subject for 
best shadow and highlight balance. 

For example, your meter indicates 
an exposure of f/11 at 1/50 sec. for 
Anscochrome, Ektachrome or Koda- 
color. You are using a 5B or M5dB in 
its recommended reflector. The guide 
number for either of these lamps at 
1/50 sec. is 90. Dividing 90 by 11 gives 
you approximately 8 ft. as the correct 
lamp distance. (You’ll find guide num- 
bers on flashbulb cartons, in film in- 
struction sheets or in the special 
literature available from the lamp 
makers. ) 


You can use flash extension 


If your flashgun is mounted on the 
camera, it’s obvious that you'll get 
correct light balance at only one pic- 
ture-taking distance. If for example 
you move both camera and lamp in 
closer for a head shot you'll overex- 
pose your subject. A cure for this is to 
keep your lamp at the correct distance, 
as calculated, using a flash extension. 
This can be held in place by an assist- 
ant, or mounted on a light stand. 

So far so good, but you can’t always 
have an assistant and it’s not the most 
convenient thing to have to carry an 
extension and a light stand. If your 
camera has interchangeable lenses you 
can use these to help maintain proper 
lamp distance. For instance, if you use 
a 135mm lens instead of your 50mm 
lens to make a head shot you can do 
this at 8 ft. instead of 3 ft. 

If your camera doesn’t have inter- 


REMEMBER YOU SAW IT IN MODERN 


changeable lenses here’s a method for 
reducing the light for closeups. It’s ap- 
plicable to all cameras. Simply add two 
clean white handkerchiefs to your flash 
paraphernalia. At 4 ft. place two hand- 
kerchief thicknesses over the reflector; 
at 6 ft. use only one handkerchief. 
These figures give satisfactory results 
when the shutter is set at 1/50 sec. 
Make sure that the hankies you use are 
clean and white. A colored cloth can 
of course upset color balance. 


Other ways to cut light 


Several other methods which I’d like 
to present for you to experiment with, 
are also useful in cutting the light 
down for flash closeups. 

One of these is to take off a remov- 
able flash reflector, or use a fan-type 
reflector in the folded position. I can’t 
give you exact figures since reflectors 
of various makes vary as much as 10 
to 1 in efficiency. As a very rough 
guide I’d say you'll get good results 
with bare flash at about 4 ft. with a 
shutter speed of 1/50 or 1/100 sec. 

Another way to cut the light: Use a 
polarizing filter such as the Enteco 
Polariflash or Tiffen Flash Pol over 
the reflector. These cut the light inten- 
sity to about 4 strength, making a 
good lighting balance possible at about 
5 or 6 ft. By using a polarizing filter 
at the lens you also can subdue or 
even eliminate reflections in eye- 
glasses. Also the catchlight in the 
eyes, a dead giveaway that fill-in flash 
was used, probably will be less intense. 
When using a polarizer on the lens 
give 1% stops additional exposure. 

The new all glass AG-1B lamps in 
their 2-in. reflectors should prove very 
useful for close fill-in flash. My figures 
show that these will probably give good 
balance at 4 or 5 ft. using a 1/50 sec. 
shutter speed. These synchronize well 
with many modern focal plane shut- 
ters. Cutting the light down for still 
closer use should be easy to do by 
mounting a Series 7 or a 2-in. gelatine 
neutral density filter of the desired 
strength over the reflector. For special 
effects you might try CC, light balanc- 
ing or even strongly colored black- 
and-white filters. 

Important! Once you've calculated 
your fill-in flash ratio never touch the 
shutter speed lever. Doing so can upset 
the flash to daylight balance, espe- 
cially with leaf shutters. Exposure ad- 
justments should be made with the 
diaphragm or by altering intensity or 
distance of the flashbulb.—THE END

To appreciate the significance of 
this, you must bear in mind that the 
relatively great magnification to which 
the tiny ultraminiature negatives or 
color transparencies are subjected 
brings out the slightest imperfection, 
whether it be dust, lint or a scratch. 

One of the greatest difficulties in 
handling film has been that up to now, 
the cassettes have had their openings 
sealed with thin strips of felt. The 
pressure of the film passing through 
the felt light trap effectively sealed 
off the opening so that light would not 
leak through to the coil of film inside. 
Accordingly, you could load the cas- 
sette in daylight with the assurance 
that only the small portion protruding 
outside the felt light trap would be 
exposed to the light. Even with 35mm 
film cassettes, this has been a poor 
compromise for there is always the 
danger that a piece of grit might inbed 
itself in the felt and scratch the sur- 
face of the film as it is drawn through. 
Naturally, this hazard is much greater 
with 16mm film. 

A new cassette—the product of 
Orests Berlings—has now been intro- 
duced which completely eliminates the 
felt light traps. The principle of the 
cassette is that each chamber is com- 
posed of two parts: An inner chamber 
and an outer one. The film passes 
through a narrow slot and then is 
guided through a narrow passageway 
into a separate inner chamber. Tiny 
guide rails center the film within the 
narrow passageway so that the film 
surfaces do not rub against the walls 
of the cassette. Of course, a little light 
will enter the cassette during loading 
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and unloading but it will fog only the 
smallest portion of the beginning and 
end of the film. 

The Berlings cassette is made of 
plastic which ordinarily would attract 
much more dust than metal would. 
Mr. Berlings explained, however, that 
each cassette is bathed in an anti- 
static solution before it is loaded with 
film. When it is received in the film 
processing laboratory the cassette is 
broken apart and destroyed, since it 
is relatively inexpensive to manufac- 
ture. The design of the cassette per- 
mits it to be loaded entirely by ma- 
chine which is an additional protection. 

The new cassette is being introduc>i 
to the market for use at this time only 
with the new Mamiya-16 Automatic 
as well as the Mamiya-16 Super, whic 
will continue to be available. Effoits 
are being made, however, to introduce 
design standards in the manufactu> 
of ultraminiature cameras which w:'l 
permit the use of this cassette as a 
standard for more than one camcra. 


Similarly unsimular 


The two new cameras are just about 
the same size. Both measure 4;;-i2. 
long. The Mamiya-16 Automatic is 
1%-in. wide and 1,-in. thick while 
the Yashica-16 is 2-in. wide and 11¢-in. 
thick. There the similarity ends. The 
new Mamiya-16 incorporates an elec- 
tronic exposure meter which is coupled 
to the lens diaphragm. An improved 
optical viewfinder incorporates a 
bright frame for ease in composition. 
Parallax marks are etched on tie 
viewfinder lens for close-up work. 
Other refinements over the basic modcl 
of the Mamiya-16 include a standavd 
European-type flash plug and an im- 
proved shutter control wheel. Provi- 
sion is made to fit the camera with a 
tiny flash unit which is yet to come. 

The Yashica-16, which was described 
in my report from the Photokina (see 
MODERN, January 1959) was offered 
to the photographic trade as a fully 
integrated system of photography. The 
camera itself uses a clip-load of 16mm 
film which is injected into the end of 
the camera. 

For photographers who have an en- 
larger with a Leica flange, the Mamiya 
Division of Caprod, Ltd., 111 Fifth 
Avenue, New York, N. Y., has brought 
out the Enlahead Adapter to permit 
the enlargement of 16mm negatives. 
This device has its own condenser sys-

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CAMERA CLUBS 


by MABEL SCACHERI 


Plan a field trip to hold the club 
together during the summer. Why 
not schedule a show at the local 
bank to start the fall off right? 


Before the cam- 
era club season 
gets going strong 
in the fall it’s a 
good idea to sit 
back and size up 
the past club year. 
What went over 
big? What went 
pffft? Did the 
club gain or lose 
members? What 

kind of luck did you have with judges ? 
And does the summer hiatus cause a 
fading of interest in the club? 

Taking up this last matter first, I 
have always thought it was a mistake 
to let a whole summer go by without 
some kind of gathering of the clan. 
Wouldn’t it be a good idea to plan a 
sort of field trip plus holiday during 
the summer? It might be going to the 
circus or some local festivity as a 
group, with everyone toting cameras. 

One club has a year-long project 
brewing on “Our Town.” If every club 
member comes up with only a couple 
of really good shots showing local 
characters, loca! celebrations, and 
everyday doings, what a show it would 
make. And it would be too bad to hang 
this show where only members could 
see it. 

A good spot for such a show would 
be the local bank. Banks have a lot 
of bare walls, no competition from 
merchandise displays, and they like 
to attract people into the bank. 

Now how about last season’s pro- 
grams? Everybody satisfied ? How did 
you make out with the competitions 
on assigned subjects? Was the as- 
signed subject stimulating, or was it 
dull and vague, such as “Rain,” “Land- 
scapes,” “Flowers”? It is better to 
assign an idea, such as Joy, Mishap, 
High Speed, Letdown, rather than a 
more literal category. 

It is hardly necessary for me to ask 
you whether all your judges were 
warmly admired by the club last sea- 
son. A few lemons you always get, but 
the choice of judges is very important. 
If your club gets a reputation for se- 
lecting bad judges, the number of en- 
trants in contests might fall off. I have 
here one club bulletin which mentions 
an inter-club show in which the judg- 
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ing was “the worst example of picture 
evaluation in the eleven-year history 
of the exhibition. In fact, it was so poor 
that the exhibit chairman had to pub- 
lish an apology in the catalog—so 
enough exhibitors would enter slides 
in next year’s show.” It should happen 
to more judges, I sometimes think. 
Yet on the whole contest judges open 
the eyes of shutterbugs oversold on 
their own artistry. 

Now, for a’few random remarks. A 
fan from Denver, Colo., asks if the 
Pictorial Photographers of America 
are still in existence in New York, 
and where do they meet. Going strong, 
at 115 E. 40 St. 

C. Couture, P. O. Box 478, Plessis- 
ville, P. Q., Canada, wants French- 
Canadian amateurs to know that: “We 
have just completed the organization 
of our camera club, to be known as 
Les Photographes Amateurs des Bois- 
Francs, Enrg.” 

In order to buy new equipment some 
clubs take up a collection at each meet- 
ing. One of them is buying a tape re- 
corder to record comments on work 
sent in by associate members in other 
cities. I wish more clubs would get a 
fund for a mike. One reason judges 
are so ornery is because they 
strain their larynxes trying to bel- 
low above the conversational buzz, 
chairs screeching on the bare floor 
and other noise. 


Bulletins vary in quality 


As I browse through dozens of club 
bulletins I marvel at the hours of care- 
ful detail work they represent, all a 
labor of love. Yes, the quality varies. 
Some are a dry report, a record of 
contest points. Others give friendly 
information on new members, print 
membership lists with addresses and 
phone numbers so members can have 
shooting expeditions at short notice in 
small groups, and report such novel 
ideas as a “This Is Your Life” program 
based on the photographic exploits of 
some older member. 

One thing they do in some bulletins 
which seems odd. They don’t give the 
name, full address and meeting place 
at the head of each bulletin. Often I 
fish an envelope up from the waste 
basket and study the post mark to 
learn in what state the Jonesberg club 
is located. Yes, the members know 
what state they live in, but the bulle- 
tin is also mailed to distant readers 
such as me. The bulletins are crammed 
with good program ideas, and later 
Tll tell you about them.—THE END

For best results in 35mm film proc- 
essing, the temperatures of all solu- 
tions should be as close together as 
possible—-certainly the spread should 
be no more than 5° in each direction 
and even less is desirable. 

To achieve and keep this standard, 
every other step in your film proc- 
essing must be geared to the temper- 
ature of your water supply. This is 
particularly important in hot weather. 
In MODERN’s darkroom, for example, 
the “cold” water is mostly lukewarm 
in summer. Obviously, when the water 
supply is up around 75F there’s little 
point in trying to process at 68F. 
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Contrasy

Although developing instructions 
are usually for 68F or 70F, most pop- 
ular developers can be used satisfac- 
torily at temperatures up to 75F, if 
times are shortened appropriately and 
if the fixer is of the hardening type. 
Practically all rapid fixers contain 
hardeners which toughen the emulsion 
or prepared hardener additives are 
available for fixers lacking them. 

The Kodak Developing Computer 
(shown) is useful for figuring the cor- 
rected time with any make of devel- 
oper. First set the known time for 68F 
or 70F opposite B, and note the exact 
location of the 68F or 70F temperature 
marker A, Now take the developer’s 
temperature (we can ignore the pulse). 

Let’s say it’s 74F, so we'll move the 
74F mark to the previous location of 
the 68F marker. The corrected time 
for 74F should now be opposite B.

Normal devel- 
oper temperature 
ranges from 68F 
to 70F. A devia- 
tion of just three 
degrees Fahren- 
heit is sufficient 
to increase or de- 
crease negative 
contrast consider- 
ably (the warmer 
the developer, the 

more the contrast). In fact, I advise 
controlling the temperature of all so- 
lutions—right down to the wash water. 
Any change of temperature will cause 
grain on the negative to clump to- 
gether and become larger. 

Whether a large negative appears 
clean or spotty and streaky depends 
to a large extent upon how it was agi- 
tated during development. Too little 
agitation, or none at all, invariably 
causes unevenness of tone and over-all 
streakiriess. Too frequent agitation in- 
creases the rate of development and 
results in overdeveloped and overcon- 
trasty negatives. 

Rhythmic up-and-down agitation or 
frequent up-and-down jiggling of the 
hangers forces the developer at exces- 
sive pressure through the perforations 
of the hanger channels and may pro- 
duce dark streaks across the negative. 
Excessively forceful agitation may 
produce turbulences around the hanger 
channels and cause marginal density 
increases in the negative. 


Proper agitation 

For correct development of sheet 
film negatives observe the following 
suggestions: Don’t overcrowd the de- 
veloping tank and leave a minimum 
space of a half-inch between the 
hangers. Use a developing hanger rack 
so that you can handle all the hangers 
as a unit. Place the tank so that the 
hangers are parallel with the edge of 
the developing sink. Start the timer 
and lower your hangers quickly but 
smoothly into the developer. 

Immediately after immersion lift 
the entire hanger unit about one inch 
and rap the cross bars of the hangers

smartly two or three times against 
the top edge of the tank. This rids the 
films of air bubbles clinging to the 
emulsion. Leave the hangers undis- 
turbed for about one minute. Then, lift 
the hangers completely out of the tank 
and tilt them almost 90° to the right, 
letting the developer drain off the films 
into the tank. 

Lower the hangers quickly into the 
developer and immediately lift them 
once more from the solution, tilting 
them this time almost 90° to the left. 
Reimmerse the films and allow them 
to develop undisturbed for about one 
minute. Repeat this cycle of agitating, 
which should be performed as quickly 
and smoothly as possible (taking not 
more than 5 to 7 sec.) at one-minute 
intervals for the entire duration of the 
development. The time of development, 
of course, depends upon the type and 
temperature of the developer, the type 
of negative material and the desired 
contrast of the negative. For accurate 
data, consult the manufacturer’s in- 
structions that accompany developer 
and film. 


Proper drying of negatives 


Even perfectly developed negatives 
can be ruined at the last moment 
through faulty drying. Here are pit- 
falls to avoid when drying negatives: 
Dirt and scum adhering to the emul- 
sion, water drops left carelessly to dry 
on the film and unevenness in the rate 
of drying. To avoid these dangers, pro- 
ceed as follows: 

Place the thoroughly washed nega- 
tives (still in their hangers) in a tank 
filled with water. Lifting the hangers 
one by one, gently wipe each film from 
both sides with a dripping-wet tuft of 
absorbent cotton to remove all pos- 
sible traces of developer sediment and 
scum. Next, rinse the negatives (still 
in their hangers) briefly under run- 
ning water, then immerse them for 
about 30 sec. in a diluted solution of a 
wetting agent such as Kodak Photo- 
Flo. Finally take each negative from 
its hanger, fasten a stainless steel clip 
to one corner and hang it up to dry. 

The treatment in the Photo-Flo 
solution should prevent the formation 
of drops on the drying negatives. To 
be on the safe side inspect the drying 
films after a few minutes and if neces- 
sary remove whatever droplets that 
may have formed by very gently 
wiping each hanging negative simul- 
taneously from both sides with two 
moist viscose sponges.—-THE END

The Madelaine Islands: Coastal 
Canada at its best. Pack every- 
thing you need right in your car! 


Halfway out in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, with a rough sea chopping east 
to Michelon and north to Newfound- 
land, is a chain of islands: The Made- 
lains. Remote, little known, rugged— 
and beautiful—the Madelaines (or 
Magdalens as they are sometimes 
spelt) are a photographer’s cornuco- 
pia of landscape, seascape and human 
interest picture material. Indigenous 
human interest, too, because tourists, 
particularly of American ilk, are sel- 
dom seen. This is due, perhaps, to the 
fact that the Madelaines have had 
little publicity. They haven’t caught 
on yet; nobody knows. And travelers 
to eastern Canada, racing around the 
headlands of Cape Breton and the 
Gaspe, seldom get a chance to turn 
their eyes out to sea. (Even some 
Canadians are dubious about the ex- 
istence of the Madelaines. Indeed, 
upon inquiry, one Provincial Tourist 
Office insisted that these islands were 
French, not Canadian, and surely not 
part of Quebec at all!) 

But of Quebec they are, and there, 
in a pristine state, to be photographed! 
Since you can take your car to the 
Madelaines, don’t stint on equipment. 
Take any and everything you think 
you might want or need. At least two 
cameras, one for color, one for black- 
and-white, are advisable. If you’re 
using 35mm’s with interchangeable 
lenses, include a wide-angle lens for 
those wide, wide vistas; a medium tele- 
photo for portraits. The islanders are 
endowed with peculiarly strong faces, 
you'll want to photograph them. But 
if your French isn’t up to snuff, they 
may understandably treat you with 
some reserve—at first. A tele may 
help you “move in” to your subject. 
And even if you can speak a little 
French, don’t be embarrassed to stum- 
ble along. They will like your effort. 

Film? It’s hard to get, and expen- 
sive (anything shipped in by boat 
costs more). Take it with you, and 
take a lot. For outdoor shooting, you'll 
doubtless prefer color. The colors there 
are both subtle and rich: the fields 
greened by their baths of fog; sand 
and cliffs, brick-red. 

But for intimate shooting, the chil- 
dren and families, I'd recommend 
black-and-white, as well as color. At

least this was my experience. If you 
make friends, if you are invited to 
homes in the evening, or asked to join 
an impromptu square dance or wed- 
ding festivity, you’ll need very fast 
film. I used Tri-X, rated at 400, when 
I went. Now I would take Isopan Rec- 
ord and rate it at 1600. 

Outdoors, choice of black-and-white 
should be among the slower films. 
Light, even with fog, is bright, and 
ocean makes it even more intense. Giv- 
ing more contrast than fast films, the 
“slower” black-and-whites will snap 
up foggy day scenes. 

As in any coastal area, it’s manda- 
tory to protect all your equipment 
against salt, sand and just plain daily 
dampness. Especially in this case, and 
especially if you take your car over 
on the boat, instead of flying in. The 
boat that takes you there, some 150 
miles out into the Gulf, is an old courtly 
steam wagon that departs on an in- 
formal schedule from Pictou, Nova 
Scotia, and from Prince Edward Is- 
land. Your car is, at a nominal fee, 
hoisted aboard and lashed to the deck 
for the overnight trip. Thus it’s wise 
to take equipment with you into your 
cabin. Salt and night dampness, par- 
ticularly if there’s weather, can pene- 
trate even into an automobile’s trunk. 

If you’re a beachcomber, and who 
isn’t to some extent, keep cameras in 
their cases. Sand, again, and salt spray. 
The same is true if you get the chance 
to go out with the fishermen. Their 
boats are dories, and although sea- 
worthy, offer little protection against 
spray. A skylight filter over the lens 
will be an additional safeguard, and 
carrying your meter in a small plastic 
bag is not a bad idea. 


What to do with exposed film 


Shall I keep it, or send it back in 
the mail? Usually the tourist to such 
a place as the Madelaines will stay 
about a week, perhaps two at the most. 
There’s no hot weather problem, and 
mails are not as swift as they are here 
at home. So don’t send film back. 

For efficient clearance at the border, 
returning through U.S. Customs, you 
should show your Customs document 
#4455 (see “the Well Traveled Cam- 
era,” May, 1959), that lists the equip- 
ment you took into Canada. 

And a final word: if you don’t have 
a Polaroid (I wish I’d taken one), send 
a print or two back to the people you 
met and enjoyed.—D. J.

END OF ITS ROAD? NEW SUPERFAST FILMS NEED MORE SENSITIVE 
METERS. LLOYD VARDEN TELLS YOU WHAT WILL PROBABLY HAPPEN. 


EXPOSURE METER MANUFACTURERS through the 
years have been plagued constantly by unex- 
pected increases in film speed. The original 
Weston photoelectric exposure meter provided 
for film speeds up to 48 on the Weston speed 
scale. (ASA Exposure Indexes were yet to come. ) 
But not many years later film speeds jumped to 
Weston 100 or more. 

It was relatively simple to redesign the meter 
scales to provide for higher film speeds, but each 
time a new upper limit was adopted, film manu- 
facturers came along with products whose speeds 
exceeded the new limit. Today some exposure 
meter scales include exposure indexes up to 5,000 
or more, and one goes as high as 20,000. 

Merely expanding the scale of exposure in-

dexes on a meter does not meet the latest problem 
facing the meter manufacturers. Film speeds are 
now approaching the level where photography is 
possible under such dimly illuminated condi- 
tions that exposure meters cannot respond. Their 
sensitivity is simply not great enough to measure 
the low light levels that are adequate for exposing 
high-speed negative materials, especially when 
fast lenses are used. 

It now appears evident that an entirely dif- 
ferent type of light-responsive system will have 
to be adopted by exposure meter manufacturers 
if meters are to keep pace with film speed ad- 
vances. Just what principles will be used to solve 
the problem is not known, because the exposure 
meter makers are not talking. There are several 
methods of attack, however, 
one of which—the most likely 
one—will be discussed later. 

All of the commonly used 
photoelectric exposure meters 
are based upon the photovoltaic 
(barrier-layer) cell, which gen- 
erates a weak electrical current 
under the action of light. Such 
a cell can be made in more than 
one way, but the most practical 
one consists of crystalline sele- 
nium deposited on an iron 
support, with an electrical con- 
ductive metal coating over the 
selenium surface (Figure 1.). 
The metal coating on the sele- 
nium is often silver, and it is 


sufficiently thin (about 0.0004

in.) to be highly transparent. If a microammeter 
is connected across the cell it will register the 
current generated when light falls upon the sele- 
nium surface. 

A selenium photovoltaic cell requires no exter- 
nal power supply, i.e., it is a self-generating 
current device. It is not a very efficient energy 
converter, however, and throughout its long 
history efforts to increase its sensitivity by sub- 
stantial amounts have not been successful. 

The photovoltaic properties of selenium were 
discovered by W. G. Adams and R. E. Day in 
1876. In 1883, C. E. Fritts in New York proposed 
certain possible applications of selenium cells, 
but it was not until 1930-31 that these cells came 
into actual practical use. In 1930, B. Lang and 
W. Eitel published a paper on specialized scien- 
tific application for selenium cells, and in 1931, 
L. Bergmann described a means for increasing 
the sensitivity of selenium layers by incorporat- 
ing small additions of thorium, 
zirconium or cerium. These 
events sparked the introduc- 
tion of the photoelectric ex- 
posure meter in 1932. 

Since 1932 a tremendous 
amount of research has been 
undertaken in the hope of dis- 
covering ways for increasing 
the electrical current output 
of selenium barrier-layer pho- 
toelectric cells. But the im- 
provements have been slow in 
coming and rather disappoint- 
ing. After 27 years of effort, 
scientists have been able to 
increase the current output of 
the selenium cell used in the 
exposure meter from about

one microampere per foot- 
candle of light to only six mi- 
croamperes per foot-candle. In 
the same period of time, films 
have been increased in practi- 
cal speed by a factor of nearly 
100 times. 

Because there is little likeli- 
hood that selenium cells can be 
made sufficiently more sensitive 
to meet future requirements of 
photography, it seems obvious 
that a different principle of 
light detection must be adopted 
for exposure meters. 

In comparatively recent 
years much progress has been 
made in developing a wide 
range of light-responsive materials which func- 
tion in a completely different way from barrier- 
layer cells. These materials are called “photo- 
conductors.” They do not generate an electrical 
current when exposed to light or other radiant 
energy. Rather, their electrical resistance changes 
upon exposure to light. 

Surprisingly, selenium was the first substance 
observed to have photoconductive properties. 
This was in 1873, several years before the photo- 
voltaic effect of selenium was discovered. In the 
meantime (especially during the past 15 years) 
many photoconductive materials have been found 
and studied. 

Photoconductors require an external power 
supply for the detection of light energy. Figure 2 
shows make-up of Elwood Foto-Meter. A battery 
connected to a sensitive electrical meter in series 
with a photoconductor produces no response in 
the meter, provided the (Continued on page 122)

SOFT LIGHT CAN PRODUCE 
ACCURATE COLORS: While 


there is often sufficient light for 
good exposures after sunset—one 
can rarely be sure how colors will 
look. There is a good chance that 
the resultant transparency will 
have a definite red cast. I decided 
to shoot this lovely young girl 
of Janitzio Island on Lake Patz- 
cuaro, anyway. The light was soft 
and diffused. I took a close-up 
meter reading for the girl’s face 
and opened up the lens slightly 
more than indicated to lighten 
skin tones. A reading from the 
camera position would have pro- 
vided an inflated f-number be- 
cause of reflection from the water 
and somewhat lighter sky in the 
background. I fully expected the 
Ektachrome transparency to be 
reddish in hue, but obviously the 
result was a pleasant surprise. 


Exposure was 1/60 at £/2.8. 














USE LIGHT FROM OVERCAST 
SKY FOR EVEN COLOR TONES: 
The overcast sky seems to compress 
the brightness range of the scene sur- 
rounding this rider and his dog. 
Each plane, from foreground to 
background, was sharply defined. 
The stubby vegetation, man on horse 
and the dog appealed to me. A quick 
meter reading from camera position 
provided an f-stop and shutter speed 
combination that would give sharp 
images and good depth of field in 
foreground and background. There 


was enough light to make shooting 
at 1/125 at f/7 practical. I made 
sure to point the meter below the 
horizon to minimize the effect of the 
sky. Light came from directly over- 
head, although the day was definitely 
overcast—almost dull. 
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LUDWIG FRIEDEL (cont.) 


DECIDE WHAT YOU WANT IN THE PICTURE—THEN 
READ EXPOSURE: Photographing this floral display on a 


group of boats at a fiesta at Xochimilco posed problems. 
There was a tremendous brightness range in the flowers, the 
man’s red shirt, the shadow areas, and even the boats them- 
selves. I took several close-up readings of the various elements 
after deciding what to include in the picture. Reading from 
a camera position would cover far more than the angle of 
view of the 50mm lens. I averaged the exposure and found 
all the important areas fell within the range of the film— 
Kodachrome. A few minor details were sacrificed—the small, 
deep shadows in the center of the image, for example. The 
red shirt of the man, the almost mottled appearance of the 
boat planking and the flowers reproduced well. I shot the 
picture with a 50mm Summicron at a setting of 1/60 at f/8. 
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LUDWIG FRIEDEL (cont.) 


ACCENT SHADOW DETAIL BY COMPENSATING 
EXPOSURE: Noon is a time of day when many pho- 
tographers avoid making pictures because of the harsh, 
deep shadows caused by direct overhead light. Actually, 
these shadows can be dramatic enough to lift a shot out 
of the ordinary. I saw this Indian (right) while on the 
road from Oaxaca to Comitan. The meter reading was 
taken from camera position. To make sure of some 
detail in the shadows under his eyes and neck, I opened 
up the lens about 1/3 f-number for a setting of £/5.6 
at 1/100 sec. 


MOST OF THE TIME IF YOU CAN SEE YOU CAN 
MAKE A PHOTOGRAPH: It was growing dark as the 


sun sank behind the mountains when the fisherman 
(below) on Lake Patzcuaro came into view. He and his 
butterfly net made a lovely pattern even in the half light. 
Only a little bit of the dying sun touched his face and 
shirt—but enough to shoot. I took a light meter reading 
from my hand, taking care to place my hand in the same 
relationship to the failing light as the man in the boat. 
I was lucky enough to be able to use Ektachrome with 
an exposure of 1/125 at f/5. 











HERE’S HOW LUDWIG FRIEDEL DOES IT 


CORRECT EXPOSURE for color pictures—either trans- 
parency or negative materials—is a matter of discipline. 
In order to assure brilliance and detail in my own pic- 
tures, I feel that it is absolutely necessary to assume 
that coler film has no latitude at all. If I condition my 
technique to search out the one perfect exposure and 
not let my mental processes lull me into the security of 
letting the exposure latitude take care of my sloppiness, 
I know I will reproduce the scene just as I want it. 

Frankly, | am quite suspicious of over and under- 
exposed pictures which the photographers claim are 
“aesthetic” high key or “dramatic” low key. Often they 
are mistakes—sloppy ones at that. The right exposure 
would have produced a far better picture. 

But getting the correct exposure isn’t complicated. 
In fact, it’s no more difficult to get the right exposure 
than the wrong one. You will need an exposure meter, a 
careful technique and experience. Combine these with 
the theory that there’s only one right exposure and you 
can assure yourself of perfect results. 

Also, the quality of light has no bearing on exposure. 
You can shoot color at almost any time—in bright sun- 
light, fog, haze, rain; at sunset, sunrise, or even after 
the sun has gone below the horizon. 

The color photographs with this story were made 
in many kinds of light at various times of the day. 

First, film selection helps overcome adverse lighting 
conditions. The amount of light present in a scene dic- 
tates film choice. However, it might be unwise to use a 
slow film after sunset or a fast one in bright light. 


Close-up reading not always possible 


The best possible exposure for the overall image is 
then a matter of using your exposure meter correctly 
for color. Quite often, photographers concentrate on 
the main part of the subject, ignoring the other ele- 
ments in the shot. The result is a picture whose poor 
exposure for detail detracts from overall quality Most 
color exposure problems can be solved in a way similar 
to the one used for the Indian on top page 66. 

The transparency, made on Kodachrome, was shot 
at noon in bright sunlight. The sun was almost directly 
overhead and the hat cast shadows under chin and eyes. 

Obviously, the best approach would have been to 
take a close-up reading. But that would have meant 
alerting the man to the camera. Instead, I aimed my 
meter from camera position, making sure that light 
from the sky didn’t enter the baffle. I then opened up 
about 1/3 f-number for detail in the shadows. 

An almost totally different problem is presented by 
the photograph on page 63. The sun had gone below 
the horizon and the light was soft, diffused and almost 
multi-directional. The girl’s hair was lively and dark 
and even though I took a close-up reading of the sub- 
ject, I knew that following the meter completely would 


mean sacrificing detail. I opened up the lens slightly to 
lighten skin tones and also balance the reading between 
the girl’s face and the blouse she wore. 

As mentioned above, it may sometimes be neces- 
sary to take a camera position reading to get any pic- 
ture. However, when working with normal lenses and 
shooting a broad area, several varying degrees of light 
and shadow may have to be taken into account. Also. 
even though your lens covers a large area, the meter 
may still read a greater angle of light than actually 
covered by the shot. Even the sky can affect the ex- 
posure. Once I had decided on what to include in the 
shot on page 65, I made several readings directly from 
the subjects—the young man, the boats, and the flower 
decorations. The close-up readings also guarded against 
sky light reaching the baffle. The result: a Kodachrome 
transparency with good exposure for minor details. 


You can shoot in low light 


As I have stated earlier, the quality of the light has 
nothing to do with the actual exposure. It contributes 
to the mood of a photograph only. 

I photographed the man on horseback on page 64 on 
a cloudy, almost dull day. Since the exposure was made 
at noon, light was almost evenly dispersed over the 
entire scene. However, the sky was considerably 
brighter than the foreground. I made certain to point 
the meter below the horizon, covering the area im- 
mediately in front of the camera as well as the rider. 
The shot has good foreground and background detail 
and the sky is pleasingly reproduced. 

Color may even be shot when practically no sunlight 
seems to reach the scene. Here, you may have to give 
up some of the details in the background—as in the 
shot of the man in the boat on page 66. The sun was 
almost gone—only a little light touched the subject. | 
was some distance from him and had to shoot with a 
135mm lens to fill the frame. A meter reading from 
camera position on the subject would have been use- 
less. I placed my hand at the same angle to the light as 
the subject and took a reading from it. Since I required 
a certain amount of depth of field and a fast shutter 
speed (I was photographing from another boat), | 
chose to shoot at 1/125 sec. at £/5. 

The transparency is a combination of mood and 
good exposure—one helping the other. 

If you use your meter properly, you should have to 
take no more than one exposure of most subjects. How- 
ever, with landscapes and some side lit scenes, I often 
bracket the exposure—one over and one under the 
meter reading—just to be sure. 

And in most instances I rate film normally. With 
Kodachrome, of course, you cannot do anything else. 
However, with faster films—Agfa CT18 or Super 
Anscochrome—I use 1/3-stop less exposure.—THE END

DEVELOPMENT 


CONTROL 


FOR YEARS expert photographers seeking the finest uniform 
results from black-and-white have been using special ex- 
posure-development systems. They are able to exact perfect 
control over their medium, from camera exposure to the final 


print. 

Pioneers of modern camera technique such as Alfred 
Steiglitz and Edward Weston used such controls. If you ever 
get a chance to look at one of their original prints in a mu- 
seum—do so. It will give you insight into what a fine photo- 
graphic print can look like. 

Actually, there are no tricks in making such fine quality 
prints, if at first you make a “perfect” negative. A “perfect,” 
easy to print negative should have a range of tones which will 
be equal to the full range of detailed tones the printing paper 
can reproduce. No printing paper can produce all the detail 
and tonal range found in a wide tonal range negative. Tone 
reproduction of the printing paper also depends on the 
surface. A glossy ferrotyped paper will yield the greatest num- 
ber of tones—glossy dried matte, slightly less, and matte 
surface even less. 

If a negative is exposed properly and not developed 
properly, it may contain too many or too few detailed tones, 
and would not print properly on a normal contrast grade 
printing paper. It is possible to compensate to some extent for 
the deficiency or excess of contrast by using any of the many 
contrast grades of paper available, or the right contrast filter 
with a multiple contrast paper. However, when contrast is 
compensated for in printing, results are never quite so fine 
as when a normal printing paper is used with a normal 
negative. 

Standardize your printing methods. You can make a nega- 
tive which will print on normal or nearly normal contrast 
paper regardless of the original lighting conditions. 

To do this, relate the subject directly to the final print be- 
fore you shoot. A standard glossy (Continued on page 116) 


FOLLOW THE EXPERTS... .

Here’s how you find the brightness range: 
First make reflected light reading from average 
gray tone such as scarf, right.

Make two 
more readings at same shutter speed—one 
from shadow and one from high tone in which 
you desire detail. Count number of stops 
difference (see text). Estimated f-stop range 
on bright overcast day, right, was 6. Range 
between detailed wall and black sweater was 
44. Tones such as teeth and area inside 
mouth cannot be read because they’re too 
small. These areas were estimated to be the 
top and bottom of the 6 f-stop range. In orig- 
inal print (made on normal contrast paper) 
they did retain fine detail. Read text to see 
how you can obtain like results. 








DEVELOP YOUR FILM ACCORDING TO 
BRIGHTNESS RANGE OF THE SUBJECT. 


Photographer Dennis Martin used exposure-develop- 
ment control to photograph Judy Le Witter. Martin 
made the photos on three different days: a sunny day, 
bright overcast, and a dull overcast day. Three rolls of 
Eastman Verichrome Pan 120 were shot on each of the 
days (using a Rolleiflex). Martin rated his film at E.I. 
100 and made his reflected light reading for camera ex- 
posure from a Kodak gray card with his Weston Master 
III meter. He planned to develop in Kodak D-76. He 
found that 9 minutes was the normal developing time. 
Using exposure-development control, he developed one 
other roll at 30 percent less time or 7 minutes, and the 
other roll at 30 percent more time or 12 minutes. Films 
were developed in Nikor tanks at 68° F. Agitation was 
30 sec. for the first minute and 15 sec. for each remain- 
ing minute. One photograph from each roll was printed 
on a normal contrast grade enlarging paper, Dupont 
Velour Black T No. 2. (see photos, right) His results 
proved that exposure-development control works (see 
captions at right). 


Bright tones most affected 


Photographs at right show that the extreme contrast 
range of direct sunlight can be controlled by under 
development. 7 minute development produced normal 
negative. 

To increase brightness range of dull or rainy day, a 
12 min. development time produced a normal printing 
negative. 

On bright overcast, normal contrast days—a normal 
developing time of 9 min. gave a normal printing nega- 
tive (see photos, page 69 and right). 

These methods may be altered for your own film- 
developer combinations. The same rules apply no matter 
what black-and-white films you use. 

If you’re shooting scenics and you can’t get close 
enough to make brightness range readings with your 
reflected light meter, estimate the range and develop 
accordingly. In this situation, the camera exposure read- 
ing may be made with a reflected light meter or incident 
meter reading. Both should give you the same camera 
exposure reading. However, if you have an incident 
meter which may be used with a reflected light grid or 
valve attachment, you can make reflected light readings 
with it. Don’t try to take reflected light readings with an 
incident meter without such attachments—it won’t 
work, 

Standard run-of-the-mill reflected light meters have 
an angle of acceptance which is about the same as a 
normal lens. Therefore, .to take brightness range read- 
ings of selected areas with these meters, you must get 
close to the subject (6 to 12 in.). However, with a meter 
having a limited acceptance angle such.as the Elwood 
Fotometer, you can take readings from most camera 
positions. See “What’s Ahead In Meters,” page 60, for 
detailed diagram and more on the Elwood meter.

IS EXPOSUR 
| A PROBLEM? 


Technically, no. The days of hypersensitization with 
mercury are long since past. Practically speaking, 
new films, developers and lenses have licked the 
speed problem. 

But think a minute: Do you rate your film as 
recommended? How do you read your meter? Do 
you always follow it exactly? The real problem, that 
of taste, of decision, of knowing what you want, is 
as important as ever. You must know your equipment 
and materials, analyze your subject, and then decide 
how best to expose to produce the best picture.—P. C. 





DON’T DISCOUNT GUESSWORK in choosing > 
exposure. There are two general situations in which 
you may have to shoot first and worry later. One is 
when action or expression are most important. The 
other, as in black cat and rug, is when illumination 
isn’t sufficient to be measured. Photographer Al 
Francekevich frankly admits that he guessed at ex- 
posure of {/2.8 and 1/20 sec.—and at that, he 
guessed wrong. He developed old 35mm Plus-X in 
UFG for six minutes at 68°, later increased high- 
light detail by intensification. 


<j HOW CAN YOU METER SPEEDLIGHTS? The 
flash from most electronic units varies from 1/500 
to 1/2000 sec. In any case, it’s much too fast to flick 
the needle of any meter. To determine exposure with 
electronic flash in her Philadelphia studio, Tana 
Hoban checks the setup with Polaroid Land 200 ELI. 
film. In making this portrait, she exposed Veri- 
chrome Pan film at {/16, closing down one stop from 
the correct Polaroid exposure. This practice, of using 
the picture in a minute process to calculate exposure 
is a common one among professional photographers. 
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CAN THERE BE TOO MUCH LIGHT? On bright days at the beach the speed of today’s A 
fast films may be a disadvantage. Before embarking on a seaside expedition, be sure you 
have an ample supply of slow or medium speed materials; or use a neutral density filter to 
cut down the light. In making the photograph of the saluki running (done on assignment for 
Parade magazine) Walter Chandoha took reading from the owner’s jacket, which was about 
the same tone as the dog’s coat. If you’re using a reflected light meter, the substitute method 
is extremely useful. Rolleiflex, 1/500 sec. and f{/11 on Verichrome Pan, developed in D-23. 


THERE’S NO CORRECT EXPOSURE FOR BACKLIGHT. This is one situation where > 
you'll have to make a choice: underexpose for silhouette, expose “normally” (by incident 
meter or by the general reading from a reflected light meter) for some shadow detail, or as 
Dan Budnick did opposite page, overexpose, according to meter reading, to get full detail in 
your subject. Actually, Budnik was shooting in a somewhat unusual backlit situation. By 
placing model in semi-shade of large tree, he could change the illumination and control high- 
lights by having her move closer or farther back. Qne warning about backlight in general: 
an overall reading with a reflected light meter or an incident light reading will be mislead- 
ing. If you decide you want shadow detail, try increasing the exposure by two stops. Or, go 
directly up to the subject and take a close-up reading for the shadow areas. Budnik over- 
exposed Tri-X film at f{/11 and 1/50 sec. Nikon, 35mm lens. 


DOES EXPOSURE REALLY MATTER? (See preceding page) The perfect exposure, like 
the perfect picture, is rare indeed. And some photographs, such as Peter Keetman’s swans, 
rely almost as much for their beauty on superb technique as on seeing. Although you may 
occasionally expose correctly by accident, for consistent results you must exercise care 
and control at every step: exposure, negative development and printing. Keetman photo- 
graphed swans in a winter morning mist, used a yellow filter to darken sky. Hasselblad, 
135mm Sonnar, Ilford FP3, 1/100 sec. and £/16.

HOW ABOUT AVAILABLE LIGHT? Just 
because you can rate film at E.I. x-thou- 
sand, don’t think your problems are 
finished. A picture is not equal to the pic- 
ture, and if you want maximum quality a 
compromise may be necessary. To catch the 
blink of a baby’s eye—or any other action 
—you want a fairly fast shutter. If you want 
fine grain and good tonal gradation too you 
need a slow or medium speed film. Kathryn 
Abbe photographed her niece below with a 
Hasselblad, 180mm Sonnar lens by window 
light. Perutz Peromnia 25, 1/100, £/4.5. 


THE TROUBLE OF THE TELLTALE (>> 
meter or “The Photojournalist’s Condition” 
(i.e., if you stop to take a reading the shot 
may get away) has one practical solution. 
That is to take general readings whenever 
light conditions change—and then let ex- 
perience dictate exposure choice for different 
subjects. Charles Harbutt couldn’t intrude to 
read directly from Cuban peons’ faces—so 
increased exposure about one stop from that 
indicated early by meter reading to compen- 
sate for shade cast by hats. Nikon, 135mm 
lens, Plus-X, 1/250 and £/5.6. 














HOW CONSISTENT SHOULD YOU expect your exposures to be? How many 

pictures will inevitably be over or underexposed? What’s the allowable 

percentage of error among professionals? The single answer to all these 

questions may strike you as rather brutal. There’s no reason why anyone 

with a working exposure meter shouldn’t produce perfectly exposed pic- 

tures each and every time the shutter release. is pressed. Today’s meters 

are remarkably consistent and accurate. The variable quantity is thus the 

photographer’s ability to use the meter correctly. Part of the problem can 

inevitably be blamed on some booklets furnished with exposure meters 

and cameras having built-in meters. Too many camera manufacturers have 

yet to realize the importance of comprehensive, unabridged meter in- 

structions. Still another factor to be taken into consideration is the differ- 

ence in techniques needed when shooting color or black-and-white. 

Broadly, with color you expose for the brighter picture areas while in 

black-and-white, exposure is often better when you read the shadow areas. 

Faced with all the do’s and don’t’s, the rather muddled directions or too many articles of conflicting nature in 
photographic magazines, the poor photographer is apt to point the meter blindly from subject position and trust to 
luck—-which is apt to run out. 

The accompanying chart at right is designed as a quick ready-reference aid for color or black-and-white photog- 
raphy, whether you use an incident or reflected light exposure meter and whether your meter is built-in or not. 
Instructions for various subjects as lighting situations are short and succinct. In addition to complete information 
on how to take either incident or reflecting light meter readings, the preferred method is indicated since most meters 
can be used for both types of reading. Inevitably you'll ask what exposure index you should use. If it’s color you’re 
shooting, use the manufacturer’s index. With black-and-white, the standard ASA-based index will probably produce 
dense, rather overexposed negatives and we’d suggest using an index at least double the ASA rating if the film man- 
ufacturer doesn’t indicate a rating himself—most manufacturers now do. Of course there is still room for individual 
interpretation. You must be the final judge as to whether the shadow detail is important, whether middle tones must 
be preserved or if highlights will lose detail in favor of the shadows. But by following the chart, you’ll hit the right 
exposures. Incidentally, the material in the chart was prepared by Charles Hellman.

HOW ARNOLD 
NEWMAN USES 
HIS INCIDENT 


LIGHT METER 


WE VE OFTEN ADMIRED Arnold Newman’s superb por- 
traits. Using a 4 x 5 view camera for maximum quality, 
he poses his subjects amidst actual art works or objects 
which depict their profession or interests. His trade- 
mark is to show foreground and background sharply. 
Because the lighting sometimes is not under his con- 
trol, he must use a fast film—with exposure index of 
100 or more. And to get the sharpness, he must stop his 
lens far down. 

Often the areas he photographs have extreme tonal 
values. He has to show the detail in the brightest high- 
lights, and not lose it in the shadows. To calculate ex- 
posure, he uses an incident light meter which he believes 
is the most reliable. 

“It’s quicker, for one thing,” he says. “It analyzes 
the light, and makes all adjustments for you. With a 
reflected light meter, I’d have to make several readings 
for different areas, even in the face itself, and then 
calculate the exposure which would give me a long 
range or a particular effect I might desire.” 

He reads reflected light, he says, only when circum- 
stances force him. A sunset, for instance: here he must 
point the meter at the subject, the sky. Or a distant 
landscape which is lit brilliantly while he stands with 
camera in a shaded area: here, too, unable to obtain a 
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Picture: face strongly, background evenly lighted 


correct reading by pointing his meter at the sky, he 
would be forced instead to aim it at the landscape. 

“However, 95 percent of the conditions I work under 
are generally under my control,” he observes. 

For color, he not only uses his incident light meter 
but, as he puts it, he “does what every photographer 
must do; and that is, ‘bracket.’” Newman explains 
how he brackets. He makes the exposure his meter 
indicates, and then two more. One is under, the other 
overexposed by about one half stop, or by increasing 
or reducing shutter speed. 

“Your meter may give you a perfect reading, but 
there isn’t a single photographer who can absolutely 
trust color film under all conditions and all manner of 
delays after a single test on a color chart,” he observes. 
“That is why I bracket in the studio, on location nearby, 
and certainly in the field. A magazine assignment of 
mine recently in Africa was for ten portraits, and they 
took me ten weeks. The first was made ten days after 
the film was tested. I say any photographer would be 
out of his mind not to bracket exposures as he went 
along. Color film can shift character overnight.” 

Newman never makes a picture without consulting 
his exposure meter, he insists, and declares: 

“T will not be technically (Continued on page 118)

LOOK BEFORE YOU LEAP: 


TEST BUILT-IN METERS 


TODAY, SOME CAMERAS with built-in exposure meters 
are smaller than exposure meters alone were just a few 
years ago. And the new camera models which sport 
meters are little different in size or weight from those 
meterless units which went before. However, anyone 
who thinks that all built-in meters are the equal in 
versatility and sensitivity to their big separate meter 
compatriots is addled. The built-in meters, by necessity 
of size, have smaller and consequently more limited 
scales. Since sensitivity and possible range depend 
largely on the size of the meter cell, it’s fairly obvious 
that the tiny meters can’t possibly always take the place 
of the big separate meters. However, in exhaustive tests 
of almost every conceivable meter, built-in or not, 
Mopbern’s editors have come to the conclusion that a 
good built-in meter will give you excellent service in 
practically every situation. But some built-in meters 
are better than others. It’s a simple problem to test the 
meter before you buy the camera to see whether it comes 
up to your needs. Basically, you are faced with two 
separate, although related, characteristics—sensitivity 
and accuracy. Some built-in meters are extremely accu- 
rate outdoors or indoors, but are not sensitive enough 
to register a reading under low light conditions. On the 
other hand, it’s quite possible to find a built-in meter 
whose needle registers even in very dim light, but alas, 
whose readings are inaccurate. Obviously, the less sensi- 


tive but more accurate meter is to be preferred. We'd 
suggest you first carry out a test for accuracy and then 
test sensitivity. A comparison test using a first class 
separate meter as a control is the quickest way to sort 
the sheep meters from the goat meters. Borrow a good 
meter from your dealer. In the store, using reflected 
light readings only, point the meters at bright areas 
and at dim places and check readings obtained through- 
out the range. Meters should register within 14 stop of 
each other at all times. 

Now let’s try a test for sensitivity. The illustration 
above gives it to you rather graphically. First, set the 
calculator on the built-in exposure meter to ASA 400. 
Now point the camera and meter to an area where illu- 
mination is so weak the meter needle just barely moves 
from the zero position. Line up the second pointer over 
the needle so you can read the exposure indicated. If 
the aperture is f/2 or larger at the 1/30 sec. shutter 
speed, the meter is sensitive enough for all practical 
work in low light or high. If it reads £/3.5 at 1/30 sec. 
the meter is sensitive for most available light work 
indoors. If it reads more than £/4.5 at 1/30 sec. it will 
do nicely in bright light indoors.or practically all situa- 
tions outdoors. Remember that the meter which is sensi- 
tive only outdoors may indeed be very accurate. 
Obviously, the degree of sensitivity which you require 
depends on the photographs you intend to take. 





2 QUICK REMEDIES FOR 
WEAK-MINDED METERS 


“OH, IT’S A GOOD LITTLE unit all right,” said the owner 
of the new camera with the built-in meter, but of course 
I simply never use it in low light because it barely 
registers a reading.” 

Actually, if you have a good, accurate built-in meter 
whose needle stands still when the illumination starts to 
fail, you can extend its range. You can use two tech- 
niques (shown below), depending on just how dim the 
light really is. First, try holding a white card (an enve- 
lope or any sort of white paper will do) in front of your 
subject, facing the camera position. Now, using your 
built-in meter, take a reading directly from the white 
card. Check the exposure reading that your meter indi- 
cates and multiply it by four. For example, suppose 
your meter and camera indicated an exposure of £/5.6 
at 1/100 sec. You would then use four times the ex- 
posure, or £/5.6 at 1/25 sec. If you wanted to open the 
diaphragm instead of changing the speed you can find 
the right aperture quite simply by examining the dia- 
phragm scale of your camera. Most of today’s cameras 
use the linear scale in both aperture and shutter range. 
The linear scale doubies in value with each succeeding 


marking. The apertures are f/2, 2.8, 4, 5.6, 8, 11, 16, 
and 22. F/2.8 is half the aperture of {/2. And f/4 is half 


{/2.8 etc. Thus, to multiply your exposure by four by 
changing the shutter speed, simply count down two 
aperture numbers. For instance, go from {/5.6 to £/2.8 
and you’ve got the right aperture to use. 

Now, suppose you try the white card and still get all 
but no reading. Is all lost? Not quite. Try this practice 
as last resort. Point the camera and meter at the main 
light source from the camera position. Then multiply 
this reading by 20. It’s easiest to alter your camera 
speed to accomplish this. In other words, should you 
get an exposure of 1/100 sec. at £{/2, you’d use 1/5 sec. 
(which is 20 times 1/100 sec.) at £/2. This method, 
which is admittedly somewhat of an emergency tech- 
nique, yields only fair accuracy compared to the first, 
white card method. However, it’s certainly better than 
becoming one of the great mass of “shoot and pray” 
photographers. Meters built into cameras are here to 
stay. It’s up to the photographer to get the most out of 
them. Incidentally, you'll find that these two techniques 
we've discussed will often give you exposure readings 
in situations where even the best separate photoelectric 
cell meter won’t budge off the zero marking. Some 
might put their cameras away. Don’t give up the ship. 
Be a rabbit! Learn to multiply.

PRELIMINARY TESTS OF UNIBATH 
CC-1: IT DEVELOPS & FIXES IN 6 MIN- 
UTES, IS OK WITH VARIOUS FILMS. 


SO I LOADED A ROLL of exposed 35mm Kodak Plus-X 
Pan into a Nikor tank, poured in 8 oz. of Unibath CC-1 
working solution and began to agitate the tank. Six 
minutes later I removed a reel of developed and fixed 
negatives. Five minutes of washing and a minute in 
Kodak Photo-Flo, and the film was hung up to dry. The 
negatives looked fine. When dry they enlarged well. 
Amazing Unibath CC-1 is one of several monobath 
developers about to be marketed by Cormac Chemical 
Corp., 80 Fifth Ave., New York 11, N.Y. A monobath 
provides both development and fixation in a single so- 
lution—a powerful, fast acting developer is balanced 
against a slow working fixing agent. People have been 
tinkering with this idea, unsuccessfully, for over 50 
years. Recently, however, research for military needs 
has produced some quite usable monobaths. Some of 
this research was under the direction of Harry S. 
Keelan, at Boston University. Keelan has now joined 
Cormac. Unibath is based on formulas he worked out. 
Cormac plans to market eight Unibaths. CC-1 is for 
normally exposed slow, medium fast and fast films. 
CC-2 is for ultra-high speed films, or for any film

needing maximum. development. CC-3 is for print 
papers (none was available to test). CC-4, 5, 6, 7, 8 are 
for special industrial uses. A near deadline limited my 
testing to CC-1 and some of the more popular films. 

Unibath CC-1 is an exciting product, and a useful 
one, but it is no “cure all” which will end all darkroom 
problems. Compared to conventional processing it has 
definite limitations and some notable disadvantages. 
However, if you accept its limitations and are fore- 
warned and careful about its disadvantages (described 
below ), it is possible to turn out very satisfactory nega- 
tives with astonishing ease and simplicity. 


What the tests showed 


On the basis of my limited tests Unibath CC-1 ap- 
peared to be compatible with the following films: All 
Kodak 35mm and roll except Royal-X Pan; Adox KB 
14, 17, 21; Agfa Isopan FF, F 35mm; Ilford Pan F, 
FP3, HP3; Perutz Perpantic 17. It seems to be incom- 
patible with Ansco Super Hypan and some Perutz films. 
Here are my impressions of the performance of Unibath 
CC-1 with the “compatible” films: 

Film Speed: Plenty. With all but the slowest films 
I could use 2X “official” exposure indexes, taking inci- 
dent light readings with a G.E. PR-3 exposure meter. 
With very slow films I would use “official” indexes. 

Graininess: Medium fine, comparable to Kodak D-76. 





THAT WORKS! 


3 MINUTES: Fixer has practically cleared most unex- 
posed areas but overcast of dye and silver halide remains. 


Range of tones: Satisfactory and pleasing. 

Fog level: Slow and medium speed 35mm films were 
clean and fog-free. Roll film fog was higher. Fog in- 
creased with speed to “excessive” with fastest films. 

Useful life: The manufacturer states that 12 rolls 
(120 or 36-exposure 35mm) may be processed in 32 
oz. of working solution (16 oz. Unibath, diluted 1:1). 
Unibath shows exhaustion first by failure to clear dyes 
and fix (rather than failure to develop the image), 
leaving a blue or gray overcast. This can be removed 
by immersion in fresh Unibath concentrate or in stand- 
ard fixer. With use, a heavy, dirty sludge collects. 
This settles out overnight and clear Unibath may be 
filtered off (a good idea, too). When part empty, the 
plastic bottles should be squeezed air-free and sealed. 

Price: $2.25 for 16 oz. of concentrate. 

Unibath CC-1 develops a complete image in 15-20 
seconds. The remaining time is for clearing dyes and 
fixation. The developer/fixer balance is such that it is 
impossible to overdevelop, no matter how long the film 
is left in the solution. Yet, correctly exposed nega- 
tives are peppy, essentially “normal” and print well. 
Because development is so fast you must get the film 
into the solution (or vice versa) quickly, or streaky 
patches may occur. I had no trouble when pouring Uni- 
bath into a Nikor tank, but some tanks fill very slowly. 
To be on the safe side, fill the tank; then in the dark

pop in the loaded reel and start to agitate immediately. 
I think constant agitation is necessary with Unibath. 
Don’t shake it into a froth. Simply invert, rotate and 
right a Nikor tank once every five seconds. Rotate 
spindle reels continuously, varying the direction. 


Handle with care 


All developers are alkaline and soften the emulsion. 
In conventional processing the acid shortstop and fixer 
harden the gelatin again. In Unibath CC-1 the film is 
always in a highly alkaline condition and processed 
film is much more delicate than if it had gone through 
a conventional developer/shortstop/hardening fixer 
routine. As a result, films must be handled with real 
care or they may be ruined by abrasion. 

Also, there is a real danger of reticulation (orange 
peel effect) due to differences in the temperature of 
the Unibath, wash water and Photo-Flo solution. To 
avoid any risk I would keep these temperatures within 
one or two degrees of each other. 

Theoretically, Unibath processing ends the need 
for accurate temperature control. Not quite so. The 
higher the temperature of the solutions the softer and 
more delicate the emulsion gets. I would keep the tem- 
perature in the 68F-75F range. 

If you keep these factors in mind, I think you'll 
have fun with Unibath CC-1. I did—JjoHN WOLBARST 











HE MYSTERIOUS 
CASE OF INFRARED 


Refuting all stories about its being easy 
to use, lots of fun, and a sure way of 
getting exciting, needle-sharp pictures. 


WHEN I WAS SITTING on the other side of the fence years 
ago, as a reader of photographic magazines instead of 
an editor, stories on infrared film excited me (not to 
the point of actually going out and trying it, you under- 
stand, but purely in a hypothetical way). Gosh, imagine 
shooting 35mm pictures in the dark with flash so that 
no one would know you were doing it, making dra- 
matic, stark landscapes with shining white leaves, or 
black sea and sky, cutting through haze like a knife-

blade—all with infrared film and Wratten 25 filter. It 
never occurred to me until I became an editor that I saw 
many such articles but few resulting pictures. 

Accordingly, investigations were in order. We 
phoned Peter Gowland, a man known for getting his 
pictures at all costs and, without alarming him as to 
the possible pitfalls, assigned him to bring back, in 
print form, a full story on how to use infrared film for 
pictures in the dark and for scenics. He bought himself 
some infrared film in 35mm size, loaded it into an 
Asahi Pentax and a few weeks later, we received the 
following anguished letter from Gowland: 

“We have been making tests for exposure and de- 
velopment and discovered an interesting thing. It is 
impossible to get a sharp picture even at £/8. I followed

directions, too, about focusing the lens to compensate 
for the infrared focus shift. .. They recommend shoot- 
ing outdoors at 1 sec. at £/22 which is probably the 
only way to get the material sharp.” Ha, that’s what 
Gowland thought. After many weeks of trial and error, 
Gowland submitted what he felt were his best and 
sharpest shots. Oh yes, they showed what infrared 
could do, all right (see opposite at bottom). Of course, 
we're only publishing the pictures where the infrared 
film worked. It seems that it sometimes cuts through 
haze and sometimes doesn’t. It isn’t exactly that Kodak 
doesn’t warn you, however. In their Data Book, you 
read “distant objects that are invisible to the eye may 
well [our italics] be defined in an infrared photo- 
graph. .. .” That “may well” covers a lot of situations. 


Indefinite indexes 

Of course, if you do decide to experiment with infra- 
red you may feel that a 1 sec. exposure at {/22 is a bit 
on the slow side. There is a superfast infrared film 
available in 100-ft. lengths. The index suggested is 50 
in daylight, 160 in tungsten. Of course these indexes 
don’t really work because exposure indexes vary ac- 
cording to the amount of infrared radiation in the light 
and sometimes don’t register that! You can take con- 
solation, of course, that if they did, you could use these 
indexes. No other problems, really, except the film 
and camera must be stored in a light tight place since 
infrared rays can penetrate film cartridges and cameras 
even when shut. 

At this point you may be wondering just why infra- 
red pictures are so unsharp. Very simple. If a body 
(yours, mine or objectively speaking, an inanimate, 
inhuman one) gives off heat of any sort, the infrared 
film will record the infrared heat radiations, thus 
blurring the outlines. Try photographing a hot stove 
or radiator if you want to see what can really happen. 
Of course, many things give off various amounts of 
infrared and therefore subjects will be blurred to a 
different degree. Watch out for people who register 
sharply and give you good clean pictures. Could be 
they’re zombies or vampires. If they’re alive, they'll be 
fairly fuzzy. 


You can give it a try 

But don’t let me stop you. Go out and get that infra- 
red film, Wratten 25 filter. Get out that tripod. We'd 
advise you to pick up the Kodak guide at the camera 
store first. Infrared will still give you some strange and 
interesting effects, not razor sharp, not guaranteed and 
not effective every time. 

As for developing this’ peculiar stuff, don’t use a 
safelight. The film will fog. Develop in total darkness. 
Try D-76 for 9 min. at 68 degrees. 

So I looked at the beautiful landscape in the flyleaf 
of the Kodak Data Book—a magnificent study of a 
country road with white-leaved trees on each side, a 
black sky interspersed with pure white clouds. Very 
pretty. Made with a 2144 x 344 camera. Still, not very 
sharp.

At the Photokina in Cologne, Ger- 
many, last fall, | was much impressed 
by two little Agfa behind-lens-shutter 
reflexes—the Colorflex and the Ambi- 
flex. After testing out the Colorflex I’m 
still impressed. The Ambiflex, which is 
similar except for having interchange- 
able lenses, hasn't arrived yet. 
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The Colorflex is a neat, compact, 
heavy, sturdy, capable handful of 
camera. The entire viewing screen 
goes in and out of focus. However, | 
must admit that what intrigued me 
most was the bright, easy-to-use split- 
image rangefinder in the center of the 
field. Without this | would have been 
unable to focus in poor light. 

The lens stays wide open at all 
times, except for the brief moment 
when the diaphragm automatically 
closes to the desired f-number as the 
shutter is snapped. A flick of the film 
advance and you're wide open and 
ready to shoot again. 

| tested the Colorflex at slow speeds 
and found that the mirror/shutter 
action was extremely smooth—no 
tendency to bounce the camera. 

The exposure meter appears to be 
sufficiently accurate and sensitive to 
give correct exposure under a wide 
range of conditions. 

| tried the Colorflex with close-up 
lenses—first a plus 3 and then a plus 
10 Enteco. With the lens well closed 
down the results were excellent. The 
rangefinder was exceptionally helpful 
in focusing at the short distances and 
easier to use than plain ground glass. 

Careful tests showed the lens/film 
plane/viewing screen relation to be 
exactly in focus. As a result, the Color- 
Apotar lens was able to do its best 
unhindered, and that was pretty good. 
Wide open, images were acceptably 
sharp over the entire negative. At 
#/5.6 the lens performance was be- 
yond reproach.—J. W.

One of the lower priced in the line 
of Japanese rangefinder cameras, 
this is finished finely, works easily, and 
its features are conceived intelligently, 
and are well designed. 

The projected frame is one of the 
brightest and thickest we've seen, and 
the whole system is one which in con- 
tinual shooting will reduce eye strain. 
The frame is luminously gold against 
green glass: in poor light it is bright 
and in bright light brilliant. The range- 
finder secondary image also is gold 
and also easily visible. 

Also a pleasure: that you may view, 
if necessary, with spectacles. The rear 
viewing window is large. 

Our right thumb engaged the ad- 
vance lever easily (it projects from 
camera back approximately a quarter 
inch) but we found the approximately 
150 degree ‘‘throw’’ made fast shoot- 
ing slightly awkward. 

The body is aluminum alloy, the 
finish satin chrome, the shaping suit- 
able, the ‘‘heft"’ pleasing. The rewind 
knob is recessed into the top, in it is 
a folding crank for rewinding more 
rapidly, and the whole assembly pulls 
out so you may release the roll of film. 

Shutter speeds click into place, 
diaphragm markings do not. Shutter 
and diaphragm rings are parallel, so 
are their engraved markings, and all 
are atop the lens barrel. 

Atop the lens mounting also is the 
depth of field scale, in which lettering 
is somewhat small, close. This is be- 
cause the helical focusing is unusually 
rapid: the entire movement is approx- 
imately one inch. 

’ Rapidity generally is the word for 
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operating the Petri. As for perform- 
ance, that too is here. The lens wide 
open is sharp over most of its field. 
Stop it down a bit, to f/2.8, to f/4, 
and you lose neither definition nor 
edge light; to f/5.6 and you have 
decided sharpness. 

The lens barrel carries a switch for 
M or X Sync, and a self-timer running 
approximately 8 sec., and operable 
only on X Sync; baseplate contains a 
button you depress to rewind film; and 
“on deck’’ are a frame counter also 
carrying a dial to mark film speeds, a 
release button in collar and adjacent 
to winding lever, and a shoe for flash 
or other attachments.—F. E. S.

This amiable workhorse among 
single-lens reflexes is the descendant 
and in fact the same basically as the 
original and now historic Contax S$ 
(1949) which came from eastern Ger- 
many to surprise the western world. 

It now has internal coupling for the 
semi-automatic diaphragm lens. After 
each exposure you still must recock 
the diaphragm to full aperture for best 
focusing. 

The lens we tested gave at fullest 





opening an image sharp only in its 
center, and only when we stopped it 
to f/4 was it passable. Others we've 
used have been much better. 

The diaphragm is the spring loaded 
type, which a pin in the rear of the 
lens, pushed by the camera body 
lever, releases before shutter acts. 

With the Pentacon F, now, you see 
a bright image. The new pentaprism 
certainly is ages removed from the old 
days when the screen was coarse, its 
edges dark, and brightness merely a 
desire. It permits focusing rapidly, 
and sharply. The rear viewing glass, 
as always, is large and allows you to 
see the full field with your glasses on. 

Now for items which annoy. Pho- 
tographers still grumble because be- 
tween 1/20 (beginning of the slow 
speeds scale) and 1/50 (beginning 
the high) there is no shutter speed. 
One wishes deeply for that valuable 
1/30! At slow speeds the mirror flies 
up with a bang, and shakes the cam- 
era. Another item: the shutter ma- 
chinery still wheezes.—F. E. S.

In 1929 the original Rolleiflex 
emerged triumphant from the Ger- 
many factory of Franke & Heidecke. 
It was followed in 1933 by its less ex- 
pensive sibling, the Rolleicord |. Since 
that time the two separate Rollei lines 
have followed their separate paths, 
the -flexes aimed at the professional 
and advanced amateur market, the 
-cords primarily for those whose 
photographic needs don't (or pocket- 
books can't) demand the ultimate in 
twin-lens reflexes. 

Now the Rolleiflex T has been 
added to the Rollei family. It is not a 
completely new camera but rather 
combines features of both the -flexes 
and -cords.

The new hood, how- 
ever, does not have the F's eye- 
level focusing. The camera body itself 
is similar to that of the current Rollei- 
cord. The film transport is similarly 
semi-automatic—instead of having 
the -flexes’ feeler mechanism which 
sets the counter automatically, you 
must line up arrows on the film back- 
ing with markings on the camera film 
plane. 

One feature of particular interest 
is the masking system. When you in- 
sert the focal plane mask, you auto- 
matically set the transport and counter 
mechanism for 16, rather than for the 
usual 12 pictures per roll. 

The aperture and shutter speed 
selectors have LVS coupling and are

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operated with one knob by the left 
hand. Controls can be uncoupled by 
pulling out the knob, making it possi- 
ble to adjust the aperture separately. 
Shutter speed, however, must be 
selected with adjustments coupled. In 
practice, this one-knob system seems 
somewhat more difficult than separate 
controls. The knob is hard to pull out 
and it’s easy to change both settings 
accidentally when intending to adjust 
only the aperture. 

The Rolleiflex T is light—dquite a bit 
lighter at 2 Ibs. 13 ozs. with case than 
the Model F's 3% Ibs. 

The lens, of course, is top quality; 
the camera body itself.a precision 
instrument. The Model T successfully 
fills a gap between the expensive E 
‘and F Rolleiflexes and the Rolleicords.

The Swiss-made Alpa camera line 
is the first European entry off and 
running with the much desirable rapid 
return mirror which prevents image 
blackout when the shutter release is 
pressed. In addition, the camera long 
criticized by photographers in a hurry 
who wanted a rapid wind lever, now 
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has just that. The clear plastic lever is 
spring loaded and is drawn back 
clockwise from the front of the camera 
towards the rear—just the opposite as 
on most cameras. It sits atop the 
knurled shutter speed-wind knob. 
However, it does speed up shooting 
considerably. Incidentally, should you 
want a rapid wind on an Alpa you 
now own, it can be fitted if you have 
a late model. 

Other improvements on the camera 
include a much more legible shutter 
speed dial and electronic flash syn- 
chronization at about 1/70 sec. which 
is higher speed than any other focal 
plane camera | know. It largely elimi- 
nates the danger of double images with 
electronic flash. The prism at 45° is 
still something that the individual pho- 
tographer will like, get used to, or not 
like at all. There is the preblem of 
shooting vertical pictures of course. 
You must stand at a 45° angle to the 
subject if you use the prism finder. 

The viewing image is clear and 
sharp to the corners although the 
ground glass is slightly coarse. The 
rangefinder in the center is very clear 
and nothing could be more welcome 
when shooting at ten inches (which is 
the remarkably close distance to 
which the Macro-Switar lens focuses). 

The automatic diaphragm and shut- 
ter action is silent and smooth—ex- 
cept at speeds of 1/15 sec. or less 
when the shutter gives off a buzzing 
sound. The ratchet on the rewind is 
rather noisy. 

The Macro-Switar lens is known for 
its excellence. The camera is as sturdy 
as a Mack truck and finished like a 
Rolls Royce.—H. K.

Just at a time when the 35mm 
single-lens reflex cameras are becom- 
ing bedizened with all sorts of auto- 
matic refinery, the Miranda company 
is offering a basic camera. This is a 
‘“‘beginner’s’’ Miranda. Yet as you 
grow along with it, you can improve it, 
and end up with an approximation of 
the best. 

The company discarded assets it 
felt you could get along without. A 
self-timer, for instance; speeds to 
1/1000 sec. and below 1/30; a rapid 
return mirror; a single rapid lever to 
cock shutter and advance film; a 
pentaprism; and a very fast lens with 
automatic diaphragm. 

But it retained important assets on 
which the Miranda achieved acclaim. 
That extremely quiet and smooth shut- 
ter in a precisely machined body; the 
interchangeable lens mount; _ inter- 
changeability of viewing accessories; 
and the folding film rewind crank. 

And it added a small but significant 
improvement. Look through the 
deeply hooded waist-level viewfinder 
and you see a ground glass image 
which for brightness will astound you. 
Miranda has combined a condenser 
lens and fresnel lens. 

You can at any time as you desire 
and your purse permits, add the 
Miranda accessories: the pentaprism, 
a rangefinder ground glass, scientific 
viewfinders which magnify highly, all 
the automatic Miranda lenses and 
adapters for all the other makes. The 
only things you cannot do, the im- 
porter tells us, are add slow shutter 
speeds or the 1/1000 sec., rapid 
lever film wind, self timer, or rapid 
return mirror. 

The large, knurled knob which ad- 
vances film, cocks shutter, and sets 
the dial frame counter beneath it, did 
take a fraction of a second longer. 
We didn't miss the 1/1000 sec., how- 
ever; we seldom use it. As for the slow 
speeds, we venture it’s common knowl- 
edge now that anyone who wants 
quality (no movement) in 35mm nega- 
tives uses fast shutter speeds, and a 
tripod for anything below 1/30. 

Now about the lens. This is a 5-ele- 
ment £/2.8 50mm Soligor Miranda, 
pre-set. At f/2.8, the lens we tested 
produced an image sharp in the 
center and acceptably so at its edges. 





Stopped down to f/5.6, the image 
from edge to edge was extremely 
sharp. It held up thereafter, even 
down to f/22. A word about its pre- 
set mechanism: it's in two parts. Turn 
a collar up front on lens barrel and 
click into the diaphragm setting you 
desire. Without moving collar, flick a 
freely moving lever below to open 
diaphragm, or close it to your setting. 

The lens is in chrome. Footage 
markings are in red down to three ft. 
and yellow from there to 16 in. Meter 
markings are in black. It has a depth 
of field scale.—F. E. S. 





HOW TO GET A BRIGHTER 
PRISM REFLEX IMAGE

It's quite simple. Remove the con- 
densing lens from the underside of 
the Exakta pentaprism, replace it with 
the Lumlite and overall image and 
corner brightness increase noticeably 
(the ad literature said 400 percent) 
when using most lenses. In any event 
it is certainly an improvement of vast 
measure. The Lumlite, which has a 
laminated plastic lenticular surface 
also makes focusing easier. When the 
image is out of focus, the image 
breakup is swift. When you reach 
sharp focus, the image seems to snap 
right in, leaving little doubt as to the 
exact point of sharpness. The viewing 
surface itself is extremely fine. 

Although the Lumlite was designed 
specifically for owner installation in 
Exaktas, we found that it could also 
be installed in Miranda cameras by a 
repairman. It was a great help in that 
camera, too. 

You may experience some trouble 
when using the Lumlite with some 
wide-angle lenses. Central definition 
remains good but brilliance does not 
extend completely to the corners. If 
you are using a wide-angle lens, try it 
first and see.—H. K.

Lo, after these many years it has 
happened—there's a new 8mm color 
film—Ansco Moviechrome with an ex- 





posure index of 20. It's not fast 
enough to cause a complete revolution 
in the type of movies currently made 
by most amateurs—but it does offer 
promise of much greater freedom than 
heretofore enjoyed. First, Movie- 
chrome is an integral tripack film. And 
anyone who is now processing Koda- 
chrome can process Moviechrome in 
the same solutions and tanks. 

Let’s taik about the speed. What 
were we able to do with it? The day 
we chose for testing turned out to be 
dark, dank and rainy (somehow it 
always is). In the past, on days like 
this we were able to shoot only at 
#/1.9 or larger openings. With Movie- 
chrome, lens openings were between 
£/2.5 and f/3 at 16 fps. 

Later that week we tried some sun- 
light shots—with average exposures 
between f/11 and f/16. Shadow 
areas required about f/5.6. 

We moved indoors (even though 
Moviechrome is available only in day- 
light emulsions. A bank of four over- 
head fluorescents provided exposure 
readings of about f/1.8. Results were 
interesting, since no one knew we 
were shooting (no barlight to tip them 
off). However, even with daylight 
fluorescents, film showed a slight red 
tint. 

Outdoor color rendition proved 
good—although Moviechrome_ ex- 
hibited a tendency toward blue in 
shadow areas. Skin tones had slightly 
reddish hue—but hardly enough to be 
disturbing.—M. A. M.

leaves little to be desired in image 
quality. Screen brightness is of high 
quality from corner to corner. The 
variable speed rheostat assures flick- 
erless images because speed can be 
adjusted to precisely the point re- 
quired no matter what the voltage of 
the house current. Spring-like clips in 
the gate grip the edges of the film 
firmly seating the image. Picture is un- 
usually steady. 

The Keystone K-110 is not the 
quietest machine we've ever tested. 
But noise level is not annoying. 

Of the several conveniences built 
into the K-110, one of the most de- 
sirable is the illuminated push button 
control panel. Response to off, for- 
ward, still and reverse is instantane- 
ous. More important, you can't make 
a mistake and shove the machine into 
rewind while projecting normally. To 
rewind, the speed control is pushed 
all the way to full speed, the projector 
turned off, and the rewind button 
punched. 

Built-in editors are really not new— 
but one that provides a 2% x 3-in. 
image is worth talking about. The 
editing switch is at the back of the 
projector and turns on an independent 
optical system. The image is good 
even with room light on. 

The K-100 is not too light—26 Ibs. 
—but there's an awe-inspiring amount 
of good construction involved in that 
weight.

MAKE THE LIGHT WORK! 


HERE’RE SEVEN “UNUSUAL” MOVIE LIGHTING SITUATIONS THAT 
ARE REALLY EASY TO HANDLE WITH COLOR IF YOU KNOW HOW 


WHAT’S YOUR ALTITUDE? THAT’S THE KEY TO GOOD AERIALS: 
Shooting footage on the ground in bright sunlight or at about 
1000 ft. in an airplane requires just about the same exposure. It’s 
when you climb to about 3000 ft. and point the camera down that 
things can get tricky. An exposure meter won’t do much good—since 
clouds and haze prevent accurate meter reading. But if you set the 
lens between f/8 and f/11 at 16 fps, results will be good. Above 4099 
ft., use £/11. A haze filter helps to cut excessive blue in processed film. 
Also, keep camera away from sides of plane. Vibration can ruin foot- 
age. Also, try shooting at faster fps speeds (open lens accordingly) 
for steadier images. 


AND IT’S HOW DEEP YOU GO THAT DETERMINES F-NUMBER: 
Actually, for skin diving motion pictures there’s really little dif- 
ference between exposure at the surface and two or three feet under 
water. It’s when you hit depths of five feet or more that exposure 
changes. In clear water, open up about 14 f-number from surface read- 
ing for every five feet of depth. If you use an exposure meter, reflected 
type is most practical. Close-up readings are best. Best color and ex- 
posure can be had with shots made no more than five to eight feet 
from subject. After that, tiny particles in water cut down on light 
reaching camera lens. CC-40R filter is useful for good color rendition 
to depths of 30 ft. After that, color tends to show strong blue cast. 


IT ALL DEPENDS ON HOW CLOSE YOU WANT YOUR CAMERA: 
In most cases, the easiest way to shoot extreme close-ups with a 
movie camera is to use close-up lenses. There’s no change in ex- 
posure and lens slips over regular taking lens. With most often used 
close-up adapter strengths, +1, +2 and +3, you can shoot from 40 
to 13 in. from subject. Close-up lenses are readily available in 
strengths to +10. With the stronger units, focusing is critical and a 
deviation of just a small part of an inch can ruin shot. You can come 
within 1 or 2 in. of subject with extension tubes. Using tubes changes 
the amount of light reaching the lens. Kodak Movie Photoguide pro- 
vides information on effective aperture for various extension tubes. 
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THERE’S MORE LIGHT THAN YOU THINK FOR RAIN MOVIES: 
If you have an f/1.8 lens on your movie camera, you can shoot in the 
rain. Take exposure reading on 8 or 16mm subject because wet streets 
may influence the meter toward an inflated reading. Medium shots 
and close-ups are most effective rain shots. If you don’t have a meter, 
shoot at an opening slightly larger than £/1.8 with slow color films. 
If you shoot in fog, try an exposure at f/2.8 or slightly larger at 16 
fps. If fog is on the thin side, you may be able to get really good ex- 
posure at {/4. A haze or skylight filter will be effective in cutting blue 
effect and providing slightly sharper looking images. 


FAST LENSES AND FAST FILM MAKE GOOD NIGHT SHOTS: 
It’s always been possible to shoot night subjects such as street signs, 
some well lit sports events, and entertainment districts with slower 
color films and f/1.8 or even £/2.5 lenses. Now, with the advent of f/1 
and even £/0.9 8mm lenses and £/0.95 lenses for 16mm, the movie 
maker can shoot almost anything that has a fair level of light. Meter 
reading is safest way, but widest opening possible for torch light 
parades, campfire scenes and the like will give fair results. Using faster 
films—Ansco Moviechrome or regular or Super Anscochrome—makes 
it even easier when combined with super fast movie lenses. Movie- 
chrome, available only in daylight emulsions, can be used for 8mm. 


FILMING FROM A MOUNTAIN—TRUST YOUR LIGHT METER: 
Mountain filming is no difficult problem if you know your subject. 
If you shoot close-ups of people or things in high altitudes your 
meter won’t be lying if it tells you the exposure is the same as at sea 
level. It’s a bit more tricky when shooting distant subjects. If you 
don’t have a meter, consider scenics as light subjects and shoot be- 
tween {/8 and f/11. Don’t expect to get much shadow detail of valleys 
or other mountains. Incidentally, if you get a really inflated reading 
with slow color film such as Kodachrome, it may be because of snow. 
Suspect any reading greater than f/11. 


CHOOSE YOUR LIGHT FOR EFFECTIVE REFLECTION FOOTAGE: 
You can shoot interesting reflections in a pool in bright sunlight by 
using an incident light meter to give you an average reading. High- 
lights will show up well, but figures may tend to be a bit dark. Open- 
ing the lens slightly helps. For best detail, overcast or hazy day is 
best. Take an average reading using reflected or incident light meter. 
It’s happened so we'll mention just one word of caution. Assume a 
shooting position where you and vour camera won’t accidentally show 
up in the film. Also, try using increased fps speeds to lengthen dura- 


tion of the shot if pool is extremely small.

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MOVIE MAKER

Is the electric eye camera good 
enough for the serious amateur? 


The electric eye 
movie camera is 
definitely on the 
verge of growing 
up. The first 8mm 
automatic units 
of a few years ago 
had almost none 
of the features 
movie makers 
have become ac- 
customed to see- 

ing on a camera. In fact, they looked 
like throwbacks to the 1930’s when the 
first 8mm cameras appeared on the 
market. 

The features of most were, to say 
the least, rudimentary. The finders had 
etched fields for accessory lenses, and 
the accessory wide-angle and tele 
lenses were really converter units— 
not complete lenses. The cameras op- 
erated at only one speed—16 fps. The 
normal converter lens was usually of 
fixed focus design. And you could use 
the cameras only with Kodachrome, 
unless you wanted to buy an accessory 
meter and operate the camera manu- 
ally. But, if all you wanted were movie 
snapshots—-without the least bit of ef- 
fort other than loading the camera— 
the electric eye could deliver fairly 
adequate footage. It was not a camera 
for the serious movie maker. 

But the last year has seen a tre- 
mendous change. In fact, most of the 
change has taken place within the past 
few months. It may be that manufac- 
turers suddenly realized that color film 
was coming of age-—-and that it might 
mean faster films for 8mm cameras. 
Today, there are a whole raft of 8mm 
cameras with provision for using 
faster films-—Ansco Moviechrome (E. 
I. 20) for one. Generally, the range 
is for films with exposure indexes from 
10 to 40--Eastman Kodak, Bell & 
Howell, Argus, Keystone. However, 
Bauer has one camera with a range 
up to 80 and another to 400—which 
should take care of any new films for 
quite a while. The Eumig Unilectric, 
first shown at Photokina last year, 
will be available here soon and has 
a film range up to 100. 

But don’t expect those faster color 
films right now—or even tomorrow. 
So far, anything that may sound defi- 
nite is just a rumor. 

One of the major problems with the 
first 8mm automatics and even the 
semi-automatic was the quality of the 
image one could get on film with open- 
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ings of f/4 or larger when shooting 
with converter lenses. Quite often the 
results were unsatisfactory. The con- 
verter lens idea is hardly new—but for 
the most part had been abandoned until 
a few years ago. But the nature of the 
electric eye camera brought them back. 
Until last March, only one camera in 
the U.S. offered interchangeable lenses 
and semi-automatic operation—the 
Bolex B8-L. That has changed, too. 


One lens can do it 


Perhaps the zoom lens is the most 
significant development. Here's a sin- 
gle lens that will do the job of a great 
many interchangeable lenses and de- 
liver a relatively high quality image. 
It requires no really radical change 
in electric eye circuit concept. 

Two cameras are already equipped 
with zoom lenses—the Automatic 
Revere CA-7 and the semi-automatic 
Konica Zoom 8. Also, the Pan Cinor 
DV30 may now be mounted on the 
Bolex Compumatic cameras. And 
that’s not all. The Sankyo 8-E semi- 
automatic is equipped with a turret 
mounting two regular lenses that 
couple to the meter. Set the exposure 
for one lens and the other is automati- 
cally set. 

One of the most important electric 
eye innovations had nothing directly 
to do with movie cameras. The Yashica 
Future, a 127 still camera, has solved 
the problem of coupling automatic ex- 
posure determination to a lens with 
a regular leaf-type shutter. It just 
might be possible to adapt the system 
to movie cameras. 

But there were other important de- 
velopments. For example, the fully au- 
tomatic Bauers offer filming speeds 
from 12 to 48 fps. Aside from the ad- 
ditional exposure control supplied by 
multiple speeds, the electric eye cam- 
era can now provide the special effects 
that were lacking in older models. 


A fine, old idea 


Strangely enough, the Argus Cine- 
tronic brought back one of the more 
worthwhile features of older camera 
design—the sprocket drive. And the 
sprocket drive in the Cinetronic does 
not interfere with the drop-in loading 
feature either. But it does add assur- 
ance of better film registration—which 
means sharper, steadier images. And 
for those who want really special fea- 
tures—there are electric eye cameras 
with variable shutters (Bolex) and 
even backwinds for lap dissolves 
(Yashica and Elmo). 

While sprocket drives, fps speeds

William Vasillov’s interest in pho- 
tography predates World War II. He got 
his first camera, an unidentified 4 x 5 
view, when he was working at a Civilian 
Conservation Camp during the depres- 
sion. There, he took postcard scenics in 
order to pick up some extra cash. When 
he was still in college (Columbia Uni- 
versity where he studied Russian lan- 
guage and literature) he often bought 
the fashion magazines—Vogue and 
Harper’s Bazaar—because he liked the 
photographs. Although he didn’t prac- 
tice photography, he appreciated it. 

One of the photographers Vasillov 
particularly admired was Horst P. Horst, 
who was then working for Vogue. Dur- 
ing the war Horst and Vasillov met at 
a basic training camp and struck up an 
acquaintance. Shortly after the war 
Horst wrote Vasillov about a job as a 
photographer’s assistant at Vogue 
Studios, which was then at the peak of 
its fame and productivity. Vasillov took 
the job, and spent a year and a half with 
the Conde Nast photographers. He has 
since worked for a series of free lancers, 
including George Platt Lyons, Frances 
McLaughlin and Henry Clark, his 


current employer. 


Weekend photographer 


Vasillov’s own photographs, like those 
of most other amateurs, are mostly taken 
on weekends, on vacations, or at night. 
He shoots an occasional commercial job, 
but the bulk of his photographs are 
non-commercial. The three pictures on 
pages 94 and 95 are representative. 

These pictures illustrate clearly the 
most important characteristics of Vasil- 
lov’s seeing and of his shooting tech- 
nique. He rarely photographs the overall 
scene, preferring to isolate details 
within a general area. Either by moving 
in close or using a longer than normal 
lens, by selecting plain backgrounds or 
by using a wide aperture and throwing 
background details out of focus (as in 
poppies, page 94), Vasillov isolates his 
subjects. You, the viewer, have no clue 
to their circumstances or surroundings. 

Although he left his Connecticut farm 
home some twenty years ago, William 
Vasillov has retained an affinity for the 
country. He says, “I love the country— 
and really find very little I like about 
the city except my work. If it were 
practical I would live outside town on 
my own land.” 

The extraordinary directness and 
simplicity of Vasillov’s photographs 
seems at least partly traceable to his 
country origins. He has a solid, inte- 
grated forthright view which has little 
in common with the complex and diverse 
outlook typical of the city-bred.—. c.

How to make the sky important in 
your Polaroid Land prints. 


This is the sea- 
son of beautiful 
white clouds float- 
ing in bright blue 
skies. Great pic- 
ture material. Un- 
fortunately, those 
lovely sky/cloud 
combinations usu- 
aliy lose their 
charm or disap- 

pear entirely in the transfer from re- 
ality to print. Here are some trial- 
proved pointers for more success with 
cloud pictures. 

You'll need one accessory—a colored 
glass filter to fit over the camera’s lens. 
For all Polaroid Land camera models 
except the Pathfinders, that means the 
Polaroid #541 Filter Kit; for the Path- 
finders, #551 Filter Kit. Both can be 
had from your photo dealer. 

Of the various filters in the kits the 
orange one gives the best all around 
result. The filter has the effect of cut- 
ting down the amount of blue sky light 
reaching the film, so the sky registers 
darker than it would without the filter 
in place. Thus, images of white clouds 
(unaffected by the filter) stand out

While not IBM-electronic-brain-accu- 
rate for all developers, this developing 
computer will get you pretty close to 
the right time. 

Some so-called ‘“pan-thermic’”’ de- 
velopers (777, Edwal Thermofine, 
Ethol UFG) are designed for use at 
temperatures up to 90F. If it seems 
a desirable shortcut not to have to 
cool the solutions, once more consider 
first the temperature of the wash 
water. If it’s going to be running at 
70F or 75F, then adjust the developer, 
shortstop, and fixer temperatures ac- 
cordingly. However, if you have a lim- 
ited amount of water, and it’s up 
around 80F or 85F, then these devel- 
opers offer real advantages. 

Incidentally, all mixed developers 
and fixers tend to deteriorate rapidly 
at high temperatures. Always store 
them down near the floor, the coolest 
part of any room. 


Controlling the temperature 


In hot weather, one of the real prob- 
lems is keeping the developer at an 
exact temperature during the entire 
developing time. This is most easily 
done by setting the tank in a tray of 
water. 

Usually, I fill the water tray first 
and set in it an enameled metal grad- 
uate or an extra 120 size Nikor tank 
containing enough developer to proc- 
ess my 35mm film(s). While I’m load- 
ing the exposed film into another tank 
in the dark, the developer temperature 
is getting adjusted to the temperature 
of the water in the tray. Metal tanks 
and graduates are good conductors of 
heat and cold, and with some stirring 
of both developer and water the tem- 
perature relation soon becomes sta- 
bilized. Then I also put the loaded tank 
into the water so that the metal also 
reaches the same temperature. 

While the loaded but unfilled tank 
and the developer container are soak- 
ing comfortably in the water bath I 
fill another tray with water and in it 
set containers of shortstop and fixer. 
These should reach proper tempera- 
ture while the film is developing (stir 
them and the water bath frequently). 

The result of this fiddling is that 
everything is at just about the same 
temperature. Even if that happens not 
to be an exact 68F or 70F I can cor- 
rect the time with my Kodak Develop- 
ing Computer. 

Incidentally, I keep an accurate 
thermometer in the water bath at all 
times so I know whether or not the 
temperature is holding steady. 

Although water holds its tempera- 
ture level remarkably well, it won’t 
stay cool indefinitely in a warm room. 
Those formulas with short developing 
times (Ethol UFG, for example) are 
a big help in assuring properly main- 
tained temperatures. Of course, then 
you have the other hazard that delay 
or fumbling in getting the developer 
into and out of the tank may cause 
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more errors than a minor temperature 
change would cause. 

After the shortstop (30-60 seconds 
with constant agitation) and fixing in 
a hardening type fixer (twice the time 
needed to clear a piece of undeveloped 
film ) we start washing. In many towns 
water shortages are recurrent. Even 
without a crisis, why waste water? 

According to all the expert, scien- 
tific opinion, films are washed most 
quickly and thoroughly as follows: 

1. Rinse for one or two minutes in 
clean water. You can fill the tank, 
agitate well, drain, and repeat once 
or twice. Or, let water run through 
(filling from the bottom) at a mod- 
erate rate. 

2. Fill the tank with a hypo neu- 
tralizing solution. BFI, Edwal, FR, 
and Kodak (EK calls it Hypo Clearing 
Agent) all market these. You can 
make your own most inexpensively by 
diluting 2%4 ounces of sodium sulfite 
(anhydrous) in a gallon of water 
(that’s good for at least 100 rolls of 
35mm). Let soak for 2-3 minutes with 
frequent agitation, then pour out. 

3. Wash with running water (filling 
from the bottom) five minutes. 

4. Soak film in a wetting agent so- 
lution (Kodak Photo-F lo, for example ) 
for one minute and hang to dry. 

In the absence of running water, it 
takes only a couple of quarts and a 
little effort to do a good job with a 
35mm film. First rinse for one or two 
minutes (two changes of water) with 
agitation, and next use one of the hypo 
neutralizers. Then four or five rinses 
(two minutes each) in fresh water, 
with vigorous agitation, will finish the 
washing job. 

If you’re by the seaside or on ship- 
board, with fresh water at a premium, 
clean sea water will wash a film better 
than fresh water and in about half the 
time (better use a filter funnel to strain 
out sand, minnows and stuff). Two 
or three rinses of 3-5 minutes each 
with agitation are enough. However, 
this must be followed by fresh water 
washing to get rid of the salt water— 
five minutes in running water, or four 
or five rinses of two minutes each. So, 
if you already have the hypo neutral- 
izer available, salt water washing of- 
fers no marked advantage in saving 
fresh water. 


Two new Ethol developers 

An entirely new product is Ethol 
Concentrate Type T, a one-shot in- 
tended to produce maximum film speed 
with greatly extended development. 
This developer is designed to deliber- 
ately fog the film to a predetermined 
degree. The fog serves to mask and 
reduce the excessive contrast which 
would normally result from prolonged 
forced development. 

This is a very interesting idea. If 
it works well (which I hope to find 
out and report on soon) Type T should 
help to solve some problems for the 
available darkness photographers.

printing paper (dried matte) will hold 
detail in tones from an almost white to 
an almost black tone. Between these 
tones, if you relate print tones to sub- 
ject tones, the printing paper will hold 
detail in a range of no more than 6 to 
7 f-stops. 

To find the actual exposure to make 
the picture, set the exposure index of 
your film on the meter. Then take a 
reading from a medium gray tone (see 
girl’s scarf, page 69). Or, take a read- 
ing from an 18 percent reflectance gray 
card (most camera stores sell them). 
Select the shutter speed and read the 
appropriate f-stop. 

Here’s how you measure the bright- 
ness to determine your developing time. 
Make two more readings at the same 
shutter speed you will use for camera 
exposure—one from the deepest shadow 
in which you desire to retain print detail 
and one from the brightest tone in which 
you want detail. Record these f-stops. 

Determine the range of f-stops between 
shadow and bright tones which you 
recorded. Here’s how: f/2, £/2.8, £/4, 
£/5.6, £/8, £/11, £/16, £/22, £/32 repre- 
sent a range of full f-stops. Count the 
number of stops between the bright tone 


you read and shadow area you read, and 
include these readings in the count. If 
the number comes out to be 6 or 7, you 
have a normal contrast day (possibly a 
bright, overcast day). If the range is 
more than 7 ( 8 to 11), then you have 
an extended brightness day (usually 
common in direct sunlight). Or if you 
come out with less than 6 f-stops between 
bright and shadow tones, then the 
brightness range is less than normal 
(common to rainy, dull days). 

To produce the perfect negative we 
must develop the film so the 6 to 7 f-stop 
range is always retained. Here’s how: 

When the brightness range of desired 
detail is 6 or 7 f-stops (see chart, page 70 
and 71), normal printing paper will re- 
produce the qualities equal to this range 
if you develop your film normally. 
If subject f-stop range is more than 7 
(common to sunny days), you must de- 
crease development to reduce the range 
to 6 or 7. Reduce the range by decreas- 
ing the standard developing time by 
about 30 percent. On dull days the f-stop 
detail range might be 3 or 4 f-stops. De- 
velop the dull day film 30 percent to 50 
percent more than normal. This will have 
the effect of expanding the limited 
brightness range of the dull day nega- 
tive to equal the range of a bright, over- 
cast day negative—THE END

imperfect through carelessness or lazi- 
ness. Perhaps through choice; that is a 
different matter, a matter of seeking an 
effect, a matter of creativity. That is 
when I use the meter as a point of de- 
parture, based on my experience. 

“Occasionally I overexpose deliber- 
ately. I want such a long scale of grada- 
tion, such detail in the shadow, that I 
will sacrifice some of the brilliance of 
a correctly exposed negative. Other 
times, when photographing by natural 
light and to get some of the peculiar 
quality of this kind of lighting, I will 
accept its technical imperfections and 
sacrifice detail in shadows.” 

Newman exposes film at its normal 
rating. He uses D-76. He also inspects. 
“Don’t want blocked highlights. We stop 
at the density’ we require. Time-and- 
temperature is all very weli—but 
stl...” 

Cut film he uses mostly is Super 
Panchro Press, Type B. Lately he’s ex- 
perimented with Super Hypan, says he 
likes its quality. In film pack, he pre- 
fers Tri-X; and in color, so far Ansco- 
chrome gives him the speed he needs, 
and “more natural color rendition.” 


So... we watch him work 


The foregoing is the result of a visit 
with Newman one afternoon as he photo- 
graphed New York artist Dong King- 
man. His assignment: Kingman and his 
art, for a portrait which later would 
appear in a national advertisement. 

We had been thinking about New- 
man’s style, and especially how he coped 
with lighting—sometimes daylight, other 
times artificial, often both. We had won- 
dered how he calculated exposures. The 
thing to do was to watch him work, and 
so there we were. 

While Newman talked to us, his as- 
sistant Bill Aller quickly set the Merid- 
ian 4 x 5 view camera on a Quick Set 
tripod and behind it, for easy access, 
arranged several cases containing plate 
holders, and lights, and clamps and 
stands. Behind his desk, Kingman sat, 
waited, watched. He, desk, his art work, 
were lit by fluorescent tubes above and 
a hazy sun through high studio, south 
windows. 

Newman began arranging Kingman 
and his surroundings—the composition. 
He studied this on the camera ground 
glass on which he had grease-penciled 
the proportions specified by the ad 
agency layout. He determined that to 
include all details pertinent to his 
“story” he needed an aperture of £/45. 
This, throughout, he would maintain. 

Newman began “reading” the light. 
He held his meter, a Brockway, about 
one ft. from Kingman’s face. One second, 
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it told him. Occasionally during the 
afternoon, Newman would give two 
seconds exposure. These would be the 
deliberate overexposures about which he 
had spoken. These would be the nega- 
tives he would handle specially. 

After a half hour’s shooting, Newman 
began to notice the sunlight diminishing. 
His meter confirmed his observation. 
The important thing, he called out to 
us as he went to the window, was to re- 
tain the exposure settings—to maintain 
that £/45 aperture. He raised the vene- 
tian blinds, the sun streamed in more 
strongly, and his meter told him he’d 
compensated for the lessened light. This 
way, he continued another half hour. 

Again, less sunlight. And now New- 
man brought up a 150-watt Dinky spot- 
light to illuminate Kingman’s face, its 
right side. This compensated sufficiently. 


Now he moves in 

All the while posing Kingman in 
different body and facial positions (the 
settings remained), Newman then de- 
cided to move his camera closer. 

This would mean a larger image, a 
larger Kingman face. This being so, he 
explained, the left side of Kingman’s 
face should be less dark. The larger the 
image, the more detail you expect to 
see in it, he commented. His assistant 
set up another Dinky, Newman aimed at 
it, consulted his meter, the camera 
ground glass, arranged the Dinky’s light 
control flaps several times, each time 
going to camera and meter, and finally 
had again what he desired: 

A reading of one second at £/45. 

And a background evenly lit, a sub- 
ject strongly lit, and a face lit so its 
shadow area gave an import of drama, 
its highlights a revelation of character. 

Two hours and 48 negatives, alto- 
gether. Newman was happy, Kingman 
thankful, this reporter enlightened. Art 
directors and account executives would 
take over, and the public possibly would 
see the best picture.—F. E. s.

photoconductor is kept in the dark. The 
photoconductor is normally a fairly good 
insulator and does not allow current to 
pass. But when exposed to light, caus- 
ing its electrical resistance to be low- 
ered, the photoconductor suddenly re- 
verts from an insulator to a conductor. 
The extent to which it becomes elec- 
trically conductive depends upon the 
intensity of the light energy. (Actually. 
all photoconductors are “semicon- 
ductors.” They are not good electrical 
conductors, but neither are they as good 
insulators as substances such as glass. ) 

In such a light-detecting system the 
electrical energy necessary to cause de- 
flection of the meter needle comes 
mainly from a battery. The light has 
only to establish a conductive state in 
the photoconductor. This demands much 
less work than that needed for the self- 
generation of an electrical current in a 
barrier-layer cell. Therefore, this system 
can be made exceptionally sensitive in 
detecting small light quantities, con- 
sidering that no amplification isinvolved. 


Battery supplies power 


A small mercury battery can supply 
the necessary power to permit construc- 
tion of exposure meters based on such 
photoconductive elements. And at least 
100 times more sensitivity than that of 
meters now available is already possi- 
ble. Of course, it is assumed in making 
this statement that newly designed 
meters will retain the presently adopted 
acceptance angle of 30° or more. If the 
acceptance angle is reduced, many com- 
plications are introduced. The smaller 
the acceptance angle, the less the light 
energy becomes for activating the cell. 
To maintain the desired sensitivity, ex- 
posure meters possibly would have to 
be made larger than present size meters 
if an appreciably smaller acceptance 
angle was thought necessary for low 
light-level photography. The reasons for 
this involve more complicated me- 
chanical or optical baffling and the need 
for a larger power supply. But person- 
ally I see no reason for changing the 
acceptance angle of exposure meters 
below 30° until the general practice of 
photography is weighted more than it 
is now toward “close-up” pictures. 

Although photoconductors can be 
much more sensitive to light than 
barrier-layer cells, their current output 
may not be sufficient to meet all demands 
of the future. This immediately suggests 
the use of an electronic amplifier. 

Photocell light measuring devices in- 
corporating vacuum tube amplifiers have 
been in use for years. But these are 
bulky instruments that require a con-

siderable amount of electrical power for 
operation. In recent years semiconduc- 
tive materials have been discovered that 
can replace vacuum tubes in amplifiers. 
The most frequently used materials are 
highly purified germanium and silicon 
which are doped after purification with 
very minute amounts of a specific im- 
purity. These are embodied in very small 
units called “transistors” of which 
several types are made for different elec- 
tronic applications. 

Transistors may be combined with a 
battery source of power, resistors, ca- 


pacitors, etc., to produce amplifiers for 
weak photocell currents in the same way 
that vacuum tubes are used. The actual 
electrical circuit employed may be quite 
different, however, because vacuum 
tubes and transistors have fundamental 
differences. For example, in a vacuum 
tube the output or plate current is con- 
trolled by the voltage between the grid 
and the cathode, whereas in the tran- 
sistor the output current is controlled by 
the flow of current between the base and 
the emitter. Fortunately, the amount of 
current required for the operation of a 
transistor is very small. There are pocket 
radios on the market, battery-operated, 
which are no larger than a package of

cigarettes. And this includes the 
speaker. 

A single transistor amplifier can have 
an amplification factor of 40 times. An 
exposure meter 40 times more sensitive 
than present meters would meet most 
requirements for sometime to come. 
Then why have transistors not been 
used? Well, it so happens that tran- 
sistors have one drawback for many 
applications, namely, their change in 
current output with temperature. But re- 
cently special feedback circuits have 
been proposed for temperature-com- 
pensated transistor amplifiers which 
could easily lead the way to their ‘use 
in photoelectric exposure meters. 

Another likely change in exposure 
meters of the future will be the correla- 
tion of meter calculator dials with the 
newer exposure value scales found on 
interlocked between-lens shutters. 


Horder on EVS 

Alan Horder, editor of the Ilford 
Manual of Photography describes the 
exposure value system so clearly that I 
am taking the liberty of quoting him: 

“The conventional series of speeds on 
between-lens shutters is 1, 4%, 1/5, 1/10, 
1/25, 1/50, 1/100, 1/250, 1/500 sec. On 
some shutters this has been changed to 
1, %, %4, 1/8, 1/15, 1/30, 1/60, 1/125, 
1/250, 1/500 sec., to give a progression 
of exposures similar to that provided by 
the standard series of f{/numbers, i. e., 
with each step double or one-half of the 
next. This has been done primarily to 
permit the introduction of a mechanical 
interlock between the aperture and shut- 
ter speed controls, in order to keep 
the two in reciprocal relation. This in- 
sures that as the shutter speed is ad- 
justed, so the iris diaphragm is auto- 
matically opened or closed to keep the 
exposure the same. The advantages of 
this are obvious. 

“In addition to the usual speed and 
aperture scales, an interlocked shutter 
bears a third scale of “exposure values.” 
The numbers on this scale range from, 
e.g., 2 to 18, the change from one num- 
ber to another corresponding to an 
alteration in the brightness of the scene 
by a factor of 2. The photographer ob- 
tains the exposure value for a given sub- 
ject from a specially scaled exposure 
meter or exposure table, which takes 
into account the speed of the film in the 
normal way. He then sets the shutter to 
this value, and this automatically links 
the aperture with the particular shutter 
speed required. If the photographer 
wishes to use another combination of 
aperture and shutter speed than that to 
which the camera happens to be set, he 
merely changes the shutter speed; this 
automatically resets the aperture to the 
correct {/number for the given exposure 
value.

more strongly against the darkened 
sky areas. 

An orange filter will affect your 
Polaroid Land pictures only when the 
sky is blue. On gray or overcast days 
it is of no help. Since the filter cuts 
down the amount of light reaching the 
film it may also cause underexposure, 
unless you change the EV number set- 
ting to-compensate for its presence. 
How much change? That’s easy. Each 
filter has this information printed 
right on the rim. “Average setting 2

HOLE IN THE CLOUDS: Stormy days 
mean dramatic, dark skies, with oc- 
casional gaps through which come 
bright shafts of light. Don’t use a 
filter; we want to emphasize the 
brightness of any blue or bright white 
patches of sky. 


SUN BEHIND CLOUDS: Wonderful, bril- 
liant effects occur just as the edges of 
clouds cut off the bright sun. Then, 
even simple forms can make fine sil- 
houettes against the clouds. Expose 
as for a bright, clear day.

numbers lower’ in the case of the 
orange filter. So, now we have the 
filter on the camera. I have shown 
some examples of how, and when, and 
when not, to use the filter. 

Finally, I want to emphasize one 
point. You must be selective in expos- 
ing. That is, you must first make up 
your mind what’s most important to 
the scene—the ground objects or the 
sky/cloud scene. In my experience it’s 
rare that you can ever have both cor- 
rectly exposed. Slight underexposure 
frequently enhances cloud scenes, but 
ground objects may become too dark. 
Exposure for ground object detail, 
particularly shadow detail, will cause 
overexposure in the skies and that will 
“wash out” the clouds. 

So, where the sky’s the thing, aim 
your exposure meter right at the clear 
blue (away from the sun) and set your 
camera according to that reading. 
Where ground objects are most impor- 
tant take meter readings directly from 
the most important bright areas of the 
subject.—THE END 


OVERCAST, HAZY DAY: Forget the fil- 
ter; it can’t help when the sky’s like 
this one. Now’s the time to concentrate 
on strong foreground shapes, balanc- 
ing their sharp, dark images against 
the indistinct background. With a little 
more exposure I could have made the 
background practically invisible.

and other features are great to have, 
even older cameras suffered from the 
vagaries and variations of spring 
motors. While electric motor drives 
for 8mm cameras aren’t entirely new— 
few cameras have them. But at least 
three 8mm electric eye units have tiny 
battery driven motors that will expose 
six to ten rolls of film per set of bat- 
teries. Also, they operate at several 
speeds. 

Along with the other improvements 
that never seem to get anywhere, 
there’s the much to be desired through- 
the-lens focusing for 8mm cameras. 
Through-the-lens focusing and view- 
ing while actually shooting is even 
more desirable. But at least one new 
semi-automatic electric eye has both. 

But what about the electric eye it- 
self? Well, no matter how well made 
the camera itself is, or how unusual 
the meter design, exposure meters 
can’t think. They are not selective— 
and certainly won’t displace human 
intelligence. Since meters read only 
the strongest light hitting them, you 
still must use an: electric eye meter 
as you would any other meter for 
best results (see MODERN, April, 1959). 

However, some advances have been 
made with the problem of backlight. 
With one meter, the needle returns to 
f/8 the instant it goes past f/11—on 
the theory that the light is much too 
strong for Kodachrome in the first 
place. Fine, if the foreground exposure 
is f/8. But not so good when faces of 
people standing against a strong back- 
light are in shadow. Also, the whole 
concept is going to need some engi- 
neering if and when those faster films 
get on the market. 


Still at it 

The fact that automatic electric eye 
cameras may now use faster films and 
work with multiple fps speeds indi- 
cates that designers aren’t sitting back 
in absolutely delirious joy with what 
they’ve already done for amateur mo- 
tion pictures.—-THE END

“Provision is usually made on shutters 
of this type for the shutter speed to be 
altered, if desired, without alteration of 
the aperture, and vice versa, so that de- 
liberate departure from ‘correct’ ex- 
posure can still be made.” 

There is every reason to believe that 
the convenience and simplicity of the ex- 
posure value concept will cause ama- 
teurs to be so in favor of the system that 
meter manufacturers will have to go 
along with the idea. As one authority has 
sdid, “The system is good for beginners 
and is substantially simpler for every- 
one. Thus, cameras calibrated in ex- 
posure values and meters calibrated 
correspondingly are bound to grow.”
